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THE PRESIDENT AT HOME 


WIS RECENT ILLNESS PRACTICAL- 
LY OVERCOME. 
& LARGE CROWD GREETS HIM WITH MANY 
EAGER QUESTIONS—HE MAKES LIGHT 
OF HIS SERIOUS ATTACK OF COLIC, 
Wasnrneron, April 22.—The President, 
*ith his companions on the trip to Florida, 
reached this city to-night at 9:30, to find Mr. 
Allan Arthur, Attorney-General Brewster, 
Marshal McMichael, and a large threng of 
pewspaper correspondents awaiting his re- 
burn, The President stepped from his private 
far a moment after the train stepped. 
It was the first time he had been outside 
of it since the train left Savannah yesterday 
afternoon. He was immediately set upon by 
eager questioners, all of whom had heard of 
his severe illness at Savannah, and to these he 
made light replies, which were satisfactory to 
those who desired to believe that he had not 
been really ill. To one imquirer he declared 
that he ‘“‘ was never better in his life.’”’ He 
bad been very ill, however, and persons who 
had opportunities for knowing his exact con- 
dition have had no reason for mistaking the 
danger of the attack of Friday morning or 
the alarm caused by it among the members 
of the party on the Tallapoosa. It is true 
that the ship’s surgeon, Dr. Black, was called 
up to attend him at 2:30; that he found him 
‘in intense pain; that be complained of chilli- 
‘ness: that energetic treatment was resorted to 
ito relieve him, and tnat after two hours of un- 
remitting attention he became more com- 
fortable. It is also true, if the statements 
of gentlemen who could have no reason 
for misrepresentation about such a matter 
ran be relied on, cape of Friday he was 
under the influence of sedatives, and there is 
no doubt whatever that he was abed until 
evening and then rose with difficulty to retire 
egain.very early. Before he started from 
Savannah yesterday, Secretary Chandler said 
that he thought it would be better if 
the President could rest there for 
afew days, until he was in better shape to 
travel, but that it was doubtful whether he 
conld obtain the rest he needed, as there was 
danger that he would be disturbed by well- 
meant, but mistaken, attentions. The Presi- 
dent was determined to return, and his health 
has improved slowly on the trip. The sickness 
with which he wes prostrated was not neces- 
parily of a nature to be permanent or evil in 
its consequences with good treatment, but it 
was a sickness also that might have terminated 
fataliy in a very few hours, even with the most 
heroie treatment. 

The President went to bed last evening at 7 
p’ciock, feeling slightly better. but still weak 
and without appetite. He has usually been 
the last of the party to retire. During the 
evening he was uneasy, and there 
were eye of a return of the 
colic of iday morning, and much 
g@oncern was felt among his companions, 
because there was no physician on the train. 
Toward morning he improved, and was the 
first to rise. His breakfast was a little chicken 
broth and an egg, and was the heartiest meal 
be had taken since Thursday mght. At 
lunch he was well and hungry enough to 
take more broth and a little gold meat, with a 
small giass of claret and apoilinaris water. It 
Is altogether probable that after a few 
days’ rest at the White House he will be 
entirely wel), and, perhaps, much stronger 
than he was before his sea-sickness on the trip 
from St. Augustine. and the more alarming 
lliness at Savannah. He is stili very much 
annoyed at the reports sent by special cor- 
respondents who were at Savannah about his

ere were no large assemblages of people 
at the stations passed by the President to-day, 
the greatest number seen at one place being at 
Goldsboro. The news of his illness had 
reached all the points stopped at, and there 
were some inquiries about his condition. He 
saw nobody except his traveling companions, 
and beld but little conversation with them. 
The crowd which received him at the Wash- 
ington station to-night was the largest seen 
since the juurmey began, excepting enly that 
at Jacksonville, when he arrived there on 
April 6. His expressed wish that he should be 
allowed to make his journey without public 
femonstrations in his honor has been very 
erally regarded. It is doubtful if any 
resident ever traveled so far with so little 

annoyance from demonstrative crowds.

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EARLY WHEAT FORECASTS. 


EASTERN AND WESTERN REPORTS GATHERED 
AT MILWAUKEE. 

MILWAUKEE, April 22.—Mr. 8S. W. Tall- 
madge, of the Milwaukee Chamber of Commerce, 
has received yesterday and to-day, by mail and 
telegraph, official information concerning the con- 
dition of the wheat crop in the States of New- 
York, Pennsyivania, and Kansas, and some addi- 
tional imformation from Wisconsin and other 
North-western States, which, summarized, is as 
follows: All of the counties in New-York heard 
from report the Winter wheat in fine condition. 


The acreage is largely increased over last yon. 
The Winter been favorable. The fields 
are protected by snow, and the lant 
shows a bright, healthy appearance. From 
all indications, New-York will raise the 
largest crop of Winter wheat produced in the 
State. From Pennsylvania comes a very flatter- 


ing report of the cendition of wheat in that State. 


The acreage is somewhet increased. The plant is 
strong and vigorous, and many of the best posted 
grain men in the State predict that its yield will 
be at least 20,000,000 bushels, or about 50 per cent. 
more than last year. The latest report from Cali- 
fornia has the same favorable tone of those of 
four days Everything looks favora- 
ble for a good. yield, and if § the 
eondition continues faverable the State 
will yield a good average crop, both in 
quantity and quality. From different parts of Wis- 
consin continue to come favorable reports. The 
Winter wheat has been well protected, and comes 
out this Spri in excellent condition. In Iowa, 
Minnesota, Nebraska, and Dakota, Spring seeding 
is nearing completion. ‘whe svedis going into the 
ground in fine condition in these States, the acre- 
age will be increased, and with a good season the 
Spring wheat States will produce considerably 
more wheat than last year. Kansas official reperts 
say that the condition of wheat is much improved. 
There have been good rains, followed by warm. 
growing weather the past week, which has started 
the young plant finely. It now shows great 
strength, looks well, and promises, with continued 
good weather, an abundant yield. 


Cuicaco, April 22,—A dispatch to the Tri- 
dune from Davenport. Iowa, says: *‘A gentleman 
connected with milling interests who has just re- 
turned from atrip threugh Southern Iowa says 
that Winter wheat is in fair condition, though the 
acreage is smal). Most of the Spring wheat is sown 
and some is beginning to appear above ground. 
The acreage is larger than usual. Rye is in 
good condition. Alarge acreage of oats is being 
sown. Farmers are preparing to put in a ter 
area of corn than last year. From travel through 
Missouri, Kansas,and Nebraska the same centie- 
man reports that 50 per cent. of old crop corn is 
still in farmers’ hands.”

TIDINGS OF SEVERE STORMS. 

Sr. Pav, April 22.—Telegraphic communi- 
cation with the North-west is almost entirely out 
off. The indications are that a severe wind and 
rain storm is prevailing ali through that territory. 
The Missouri and smaller rivers are high at pres- 
ent, and if the storm lasts a destructive flood must 
follow. The storm prevents any positive informa- 


ticn being received. The river is rising here slow- 
ly, and the chances are that West St. Paul will be 
inundated. 


CHEYENNE, Wyoming, April 22.—One of the 
severest snow storms of the season struck Wy- 
oming and Nebraska on Saturday, prostrating 
telegraph wires in all directions and blocking the 
rallr cuts. There ie a snow bleckade near Sher- 
man Station, the highest point on the Union Pa- 
cific Road. East and West bound passenger trains 
are lying at Cheyenme and Laramie City, respect- 
ively. The trains will move to-morrow. The 
storm was a blizzard, and very severe for a while. 
It extended over the most of Wyeming and Weat- 
erm Nebraska. The cattle losses are nominal, be- 
ome of the snow passing away rapidly with the 
wind. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., April 22.—The city 
was visited by a destructive tornado to-day. Con- 
siderable damage was dene, approximating 
$10,000. The union passenger station was un- 
roofed and seriously damaged. A number of 
small buildings were blown down and a 
jarge number of roofs biown off. Trees were up- 
rooted. Telephone and telegraph wires were 
swept down, and the city was almost flooded by a 
terrific rain. Elsewhere in this section the storm 
was equally destructive. Three houses were blown 
down at Boyce Station. 


CuicaGo, April 22.—A stiff wind from the 
north-east has been blowing most of the time for 
the past 24 hours. Lake Michigan is very rough, 
and vessels coming in are moreor less damaged. 
4 is feared that some will be driven on the west 
shore. 


COMPROMISING WITH STRIKERS. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 22.— The striking 
weavers at the mills ef the Campbell Mannfactur- 
ing Company, Manayunk, have been informed that 
operations will be resumed to-morrow, and that 
an advance of 5 per cent. in wages will be paid. 
The strikers held a meeting on Saturday night, but 
eame to no conclusion. The prevailing sentiment 


was in favor of continuing the strike until the de- 
mand for 10 per cent. increase was complied with. 
The strikers attended in a body this afternoon the 
funeral ot Ellen Lewis, who was killed on the rail- 
road at Germantown Junction on Thursday night. 
She had been one of the leaders in the movement 
for an increase in wages. She met her death while 
returning from ateur of the city mills, where she 
had been soliciting aid for the strikers 

The firm ot Theobaid & Oppenheimer, who em- 
ploy about 75 journeymen cigar-makers, have vol- 
unterily agreed to grant the advance of $1 per 
1,000 in wages, to take effect May 1. The journey- 
men look upon this as foreshadowing tbe final ac- 
tion of the manufacturers with reference to their 
Mauge, 
Weiner & Co. refused to aceedeto the demand 
and effered a compromise scale of prices averayin 
an advance ef about 68 cents per 1,000. The mold- 
workers, numbering 70 men, quit work. The hand- 
workers were given the advance.

MONEY SCARCE AT ALBANY 


THE DEMOCRATS ANXIOUSLY LOOK- 
ING FOR ‘ BONES.” 
MEMBERS WHO HAVEN'T MADE THEIR ELEC- 
TION EXPENSES-—-THE SUPPLY AND AP- 

PORTIONMENT BILLS. 

Ausany, April 22.—The Senate and As- 
sembly conference committees having en Fri- 
day afternoon settled all questions uf disagree- 
ment on the Supply bill, their report will be 
presented to the two houses for confirmation 
within a day or two. ‘There can be no ques- 
tion about speedy affirmative action being 
taken, and this week will see the second and 
last of the State appropriation measures dis- 
posed of. Thedate of an adjournment sine 
die incidentally came up for discussion at this 
meeting of the conference committees. It 
was maintained by Farmer Brooks that 
the Supply bill and the Apportion- 
ment bill ought both to be disposed 
of if possible, so that the Legislature could ad- 
journ on Friday next. On the other hand, 
the possibility of a fight on the part of the As- 
sembly against the Jacobs Apportionment bill 
was pointed out, and this would occasion de- 
lay and doubtless carry the session into the 
middle of the following week. The friends of 


the De Witt bill see no good reason why they 
should abandon it for the Jacobs bill when the 
latter comes down to the Assembly, as it is 
likely to, in the middle of this week. It is 
conceded that the De Witt hill is much the 
fairer, and that the Jacobs bill practically 
amounts toa gerrymander. All the indications 
point toa 5s fight in the Assembly when 
the Jacobs bill comes up. 

There is curiosity concerning the new set of 
rules which the leader of the Democracy 
threatened to bring into effect this week. After 
being beaten on Friday in their attempts to 

rogress the Grady bill authorizing the Catho- 
ic Church to proselyte among the infants in 
the House of Refuge and other public institu- 
tions, the Bourbon Democrats showed their 
teeth. Spinola muttered as he stood in the 
aisle: ‘‘Well know whether 65 Democrats 
can run this House or not.” ‘ We'll give 
you fellows a new set of rules,” said 
another stalwart defender of the church, 
glancing angrily at the group of Republicans 
who were filibustering not only to defeat this, 
but a number of dishonest measures, whose 
promoters were laboring to progress them on 
this occasion. The rule permitting the mem- 
bers to demand a yea and nay vote was of 
priceless value that day, for it enabled the Re- 
publican minority to kill time by demanding 
a detailed vote on every motion. A suspension 
of this rule by the Democratic majority would 
be a fitting supplement to the long chapter of 
follies of which the party has been guilty on 
the floor of the Assembly Chamber. 

The Pool bill is one which might be specially 
benefited by a suspension of this and other 
rules. It is understood that a determined 
effort will be made this week to revive this 
bill and pass ic. The history of the bill is 
somewhat peculiar. It was introduced early 
in the session and finally reached the order of 
third reading. To the astonishment of 
lookers-on it only received about half 
the required number of votes to pass 
it. The very class of members who 
would naturally support such a measure 
were either absent or sat sulkily in their seats 
and refused to vote at all, Patrick Burns, of 
Brooklyn, got up and denounced the bill. After 
this misfortune had overtaken it the bill was 
laid away in the clerk’s safe. Recently, a 
similar bill went through the Senate. About 
the same time, there was a great stir created 
in the Assembly one morning by a motion to 
reconsider the vote by which the House bill 
had been lost. The gentlemen who had sulked 
before were active enough in supporting this 
motion. The scheme miscarried, but was 
rendered memorable by an appeal being taken 
from the decision of the Speaker by young 
Deacon Taylor, of Brooklyn. The leader of 
the Democracy announced that he was not to 
be brought into antagonism with the Speaker 
over a pool bill, and, calling off his forces, left 
the Deacon’s appeal to be disposed of by the 
House in prompt order. It is one of the ru- 
mors that plans have been so far perfected that 
the next attempt cannot fail. 

This particular bill brought up the subject 
of ** bones” in a group of men lounging in the 
Delavan corridors the other night. ‘I'll tell 
you what it is,” said one of them sadly, 
‘** bones have been mighty scarce up here this 
Winter. The boys haven't made their election 
expenses yet, and I shouldn’t be surprised if 
they held out for an adjournment not earlier 
than the middle of May. It’s been awful, this 
scarcity of pocket money. The pool bill, I’m 
told, promises to break the monotony. 
You see the — of New-York 
want the bill, and they’re’ willing 
to put u a moderate margin—say 
$50,000 or $60,000 to have it passed. Then 
there’s the New-Jersey race-track owners who 
don’t want it to pass, for it will rob them of so 
much patronage, and they’re willing to pay as 
much more. Yousee what a chance the boys 
have to see-saw with these two ciasses. The 

Underground Railroad bill must have been 
greased or it wouldn’t have slipped through 
the House so easily. Treanor and Grady gave 
it a boost in the Senate, though I understand 
now that they did it only in fun, and 
that they are both preparing speeches 
against it. Then there’s the general 
street railroad bill. The lubricating ma- 
terial has not been applied yet I under- 
stand, but will beat the last moment. I don’t 
know how many ‘niggers’ are in it this year. 
A heap of ’em was smoked out a year ayo, 
and the virtuous members might pile up brush- 
wood and set it to blazing again with good re- 
sults this year, You see, one great trouble 
about bones this year is this: they’re all con- 
ditional. That is to say, if the bills become 
laws the boodle will be distributed among the 
boys; not otherwise. It’s discouraging to 
some of ‘em, this working on the credit sys- 
tem. In the good old times they tucked away 
their bones in their vest pockets as soon as the 
job was finished, and sometimes they got their 
pay in advance. Managers of the boodle 
appear tobe more practical mp age They’re 
beginning to insist that their jobs shall be put 
in black and white on the statute books before 
they’re willing to shake out the greenbacks,”

AN OHIO APPOINTMENT THAT DEPENDS ON 
THE PARTY VIEWS OF A COURT. 

CrncinnatTi, April 22.—The prospective ap- 
pointment of a Health Commissioner under the 
new law is exciting keen interest on the part of 
the politicians, The Commissioner will have a 
good deal of patronage at his disposal. Heis to 
be appointed by the Superior Court. As at present 
constituted this court is made up of two Reput- 
lican Judges and one who isa Democrat. Judge 
Peck, who was chosen at the Spring election, 
and is a Democrat, has not yet taken 
his seat. Were he on the bench the 
office of Health Commissioner would be 
given to a Democrat, but if the appointment 
is made before Judge Peck takes his seat, it will 
go to a Republican. In the Legislature both parties 
supported the bill creating the office of Health 
Oommissioner. The Republican members felt 
kindly toward it, for the reason that they supposed 
the appointment would be made before the Supe- 
rior Court became Democratic. On the otber 
hand, the Democrats were quietly working for the 
bill in the belief that Judge Peck would take his 
seat before the appointment was made. The Re- 
publican politicians are now urging the Superior 
Court to make the appointment at once, while the 
Democrats are urging Judge Peek to take his seat 
immediately, as he is entitled to do, instead of on 
the Ist of May,as he at first arranged todo. A 
difficulty is encountered, however, in the fact that 
Judge Peck has net yet received his commission 
from Gov. Foster, and the Democrats are begin- 
ning to charge that the issuing of the commission 
is being delayed forthe purpose of allowing the 
Republiean court toappoint the new Health Officer.

Each of the men 
had before him a large glassful of a mixture 
of brandy and ginger ale, which they sipped 
as they conversed. Thoy spoke at first in too 
lone tones to be overheard, but after a while 
they became a little more earnest and more dis- 
tinct, and much of what they said came to the 
ears of a TIMES reporter, who had taken a seat at 
an adjoining table the better to look about him 
and see how the exciselaw was being enforced. 
It took only a little while to learn that the 
middle-aged man had a grievance of which he 
was complaining, and it was speedily made 
manifest that the recent raids on gambling 


houses was the subject of his plaint. His young 
friend was disposed rather to applaud the raids, 
and this irritated him the more. 

** But what is the use of them,” inquired he, 
“and what good has been done ?”’ 

The younger man, who had dropped a lump 
of sugar into the mixture he was gradualiy 
absorbing and was watching the bubbles rise 
to the surface, mildly intimated that gambling 
was “played out” in the City, and had been 
made too risky and too expensive. When it 
came about that those who ran the games were 
liable to lose $15,00U or $20,000 worth of imple- 
ments at a single haul it did not pay. 

“Not oe testily responded the other; 
**not pay hy, the owners haven’t lost the 
property yet, and if they had, what would it 
matter? I was rather curious myself about 
theraid. Icouldn’t understand it, ‘fly’ as I 
thought I was. So I gota friend to help me, 
and we sized up the pile of gambling tools that 
were seized, and a sicklier lot I never heard of. 
Talk about them being worth $15,000—I guess 
they’d find it hara to get $1,500 for the lot if 
they had a clear title, which they haven't. 
Mark my words.’’ 

‘“Why, what do you mean?” 

‘** What I mean is just this. I have been in 
every gambling-house in this City, and have 
run against the bank at least twice a week 
right along, and I think I know something 
about the matter. The best place in the City 
was Mike Murray’s, on Twenty-eighth-street. 
His lay-out was the most expensive, and was 
worth alone five times as much as all the stuff 
that was scooped in. Now, what did the police 
get out of his place? One old table or so, 
that’s all. And they got in without breaking 
a door, either. Just look at another thing. 
The police scraped up an old keno wheel with 
the other traps. Now, even you are enough 
of an old rounder—” 

** Now, come, that’s hardly a fair way to 
talk ot a gentleman.”’ 

‘“*T mean,” said the middle-aged man, 
brusquely, *‘that you’ve been around enough 
to know there’s been no keno played here for 
six or seven years at least. When old Walling 
busted the big game at Houston-street and 
Broadway while about 300 persons were play- 
ing, he gave the thing its death-blow. Now, 
what was the keno wheel doing? Why didn’t 
they get the roulette wheel at Billy Ever- 
son’s instead of the table there? The wheel 
was valuable, but the table wasn’t, as 
you know and as every man knows 
who tried the ‘ten-cent game’ there. I saw a 
fellow at Charlie Ransom’s, where they made 
the biggest haul, and he tells moe that Charlie 
Walsh, John Morrissey’s oJd partner, was in 
the room at the time and opened the safe for 
the police. Why didn’t they arrest him? He 
was in charge. But, for that matter, why 
didn’t they arrest somebody somewheres! Did 
you ever hear of seven places being raided sud- 
denly, with all the chips even in sight, and nary 
aprisoner? At No. 25 Ann-street the game was 
getting dealt when the officers came in. Our 
old friend Campbell was dealing. They did 
not even arrest him or any of those who were 
taking part in the game. And why didn’t 
they pull all the places? Don’t you suppose 
the pelice had the names and addresses of all 
the gambling-houses in the City? Couldn’t 
they have taken 500 men, if need be, and 
cleaned out every one of the places? And why 
didn’t they? Bah !’’ 

‘* Well, well, draw it milder,” said the dap- 
per little man, ‘‘they’ve ‘scooped up’ some- 
thing, anyhow.” 

“Tm not so sure about that. Suppose 
Charley Ransom sells the stuff they took from 
him, couldn’t the purchaser jsue the property 
clerk and get the things if he showed a clean 
hill of sale? I’m nota lawyer, but I think hoe 
could. And then what would become of the 
raids, and how long would tha police keep the 
thing up ?” 

The little man, who had been trying vainly 
to get hold of a saturated piece of sugar in his 
tumbler with the aid of a couple of straws, 
just at this stage of the proceedings lifted his 
eyes and observed the reporter listening eager- 
ly. The latter thereupon changed the expres- 
sion of his countenance to one of deep contem- 
plation, but in vain. The talkers dropped their 
voices, and the reporter, seeing no more infor- 
mation was forthcoming, finished his install- 
ment of seltzer, with a sigh, and went out on 
the sloppy pavements.

THE PIONEER AMERICAN PUDDLER 
eS eae 
DEATH OF EDWARD NOCK, AN OLD AND IN- 
GENIOUS IRON-WORKER. 

CLEVELAND, April 22.—A man whose life 
has been remarkable in its way died at Youngs- 
town yesterday. Edward Nock, the pleneer of 
American puddlers, was born ia Staffordshire, 
England, and at an early age was set to puddling 
iron after the crude methods then in use. In 1887 


he settled in Amerioa, and for a time vainly 
endeavored to have his new ideas as 
to puddiing introduced, and at last was 
successful at Pittaburg, an iron-maker 
giving him a chance, and afurnaee, after his plans 
was built. This innovation on the old manner of 
making iron caused a decided sensation among 
iron men, who were quite quick to appreciate its 
advantages. In 1840 he superintended the erection 
of a mill for the Great Western Company, in Arm- 
strong County, Penn., it being run satisfactorily 
on the plan of boiling, sugested by Mr. Nock. 
Later, in company with others, he started a mill at 
Franklin, Penn., but it was a financial failure. After 
this he returned to Pittsburg, where he was engazeda 
at boiling by Lindsey, Gaff & Co., and in 1849, dur- 
ing a strike, he was among those who endeavored 
to effect a compromise by the introduction of a 
sliding seale similar to the one now in force. No 
compromise was effected, however. and a number 
of the employes with Neck formed a stock com- 
pany and built a mill at Sharon, where he remained 
three years, and then went to Lowellville, and 
later to Louisville, Ky. At the latter place, the 
proprietors having heard of his new process, had 
furraces built and adepted it, being highly pleased 
with the results. Of late years Nock has made his 
home in Youngstown.

SUNDAY LIQUOR SELLING.

CONFLICTING VIEWS REGARDING OHIO LI- 
QUOR LEGISLATION. 

CLEVELAND, April 22.—The action of the 
saloon-keepers of this city to-day has been awaited 
with no little interest by all classes of persons in- 
terested in the temperance question. Soen after 
the passage of the Smith Sunday law. last year, the 
saloen-keepers decided that they would all keop 
open and fight each case with all the delays that 
money eould throw in the law’s way. To prevent 
a clogging of the wheels of justice that would 
throw out all other business, the authorities 
ordered the police to make no arrests fer Sun- 
day liquor seliing, but to take the names 
of all offenders and give them to the 
City Prosecutor, so that he could make 
such test cases as he desired. On the passage of 
the Scdétt tax law, which takes the place of the 
Smith law, the saloon men claimed that there was 
no bar to the sale of wine and beer on Sunday. 
The authorities took the position that an old and 
forgotten city ordinance that eompelled all saloons 
to close at midnight on Saturday amd remain 
closed until 2 e’elook Sunday afternoon was still 
in foree, but, to make no mistake, thezpolice were 
ordered to take the names of all places open and 
report to the Prosecutor as heretofore. A dozen 
places in the First Preeinct alone were open dur- 
ing the day, and a preportionate number all over 
town. The authorities are looking into the law 
carefully, and do not yet know what they will de- 
eide as to arrests.

THE BAR-ROOMS GUARDED 


AN ATTEMPT TO ENFORCE THE 
EXOIS#H LAW YESTERDAY. 

THE SALOONS AND HOTEL BARS OUTWARDLY 
CLOSED, BUT EVASION MADE EASY DI- 
SPITE MANY ARRESTS. 

The order to enforce the excise laws yes- 
terday imposed great hardships on the tepers 
and great dangers on the sellers of liquor. 
Many a back door swung on its hinges as 
usual, but where a saloon-keeper had the te- 
merity to keep open he was compelled to take 
many safeguards. The police went about to 
close up the places and stop drinking, and the 
reserves circulated about industriously seek- 
ing whom they might find breaking the law. 
If they had worn their blue coats and brass 
buttons and carried their batons it would have 
been different, but that was no way of catch- 
ing the offenders, and they moved around as 
ordinary people would in search of a drink. 
Of course there was no such a thing as a front 
door being found open, but perseverance 
would generally be rewarded by the discov- 


ery of ‘a place of ingress somewhere. Ordi- 
narily there has been little attempt at conceal- 
ment, and comparatively few saloons in cer- 
tain quarters have been closed on Sunday. 
Yesterday, however, saloons which had not 
shut up before on Sunday in a long time, if 
ever, were barred, and where the bar-tenders 
were on duty the utmost vigilance was exer- 
cised. The doors of saloon$ that yielded to 
the touch might lead through a kitchen before 
the bar-room was reached, Sentries were 
posted at well-nigh every door, and anybody 
who looked suspicious was rigidly excluded. 
The guards relied on their ability, as a rule, to 
tell an officer by his general appearance. They 
were not always successful, as the number of 
arrests show. There was some drunkenness 
seen on the streets, especially in the Bowery, 
but nothing like the usual amount. 

Among the large hotels from Union-square 
to Thirty-third-street there were few at which 
the guests and habitués were compelled to go 
thirsty. To all appearances, however, the 
law was respected. A sign on the door 
of the Morton House bar-room said ‘“ bar 
closed,” but a person by trying another door 
and following the crowd brought up before 
two attentive concoctors of beverages in white 
coats. “Go into the restaurant,” said a 
lounger in an easy-chair at the Continental to 
a person who tried the bar-room door through 
which the light crept, but found it closed. The 
great bar of the Fifth-Avenue was deserted, 
and a young man said it was a dry 
day. In the Hoffman House bar-room 
the chairs were piled on the tables, 
the pictures and statuary were hidden, and 
there were no men behind the bar. The per- 
son who went into the café on the Twenty- 
fifth-street corner had but to express his wants 
and a waiter in a few moments emerged from 
behind a handsome sideboard, bearing in tri- 
umph the coveted decoction. A tap brought 
aman to the St. James’s bar-room door. In 
Delmonico’s and the Brunswick the guests sat 
at the tables in the café, and liquids came 
from invisible sources when ordered. 

There were not many drunken men stagger- 
ing through the east side of town last night, 
and yet there was a number which had evi- 
dently found no difficulty in violating 
the excise law. The ‘dives’ along Chac- 
ham-street burned a dim, irreligious light 
which invited any patron of the establishment 
who felt inclined to enter. The police declared 
toa Times reporter that everything was as 
‘tight as a drum” and yet the doors tried by the 
reporter were not half so tight as the roysters 
inside many of the saloons from City Hall 
to Forty-second-street. A policeman stood 
guard over ‘‘ Owney”’ Geoghegan’s place, and 
other blue-coats were watching the doors 
of reputed “hotels” and sundry dives 
along the great east side thoroughfare. 
Only weiss beer was sold at the Atlantic 
Garden, but at several places where weiss beer 
only was sold adventurous individuals ordered 
a mixture of whisky and weiss, which was 
readily furnished. In Fourteenth-street little 
notice was taken of the excise law, except to 
close the front doors, There was a sign over 
the bar at Theiss’s to the effect that no 
intoxicating liquors would be sold on Sunday, 
but no orders for whisky, brandy, or wine 
were refused, and the same was true of the 
Prospect and Palm Garden’s and of Miihl- 
bach’s and Mauer’s. At the Morton House the 
notice of the morning, ‘‘ Bar closed,” was gone, 
and a crimson baize curtain shut off the bar, but 
was easily pushed aside. Any kind of liquor 
in stock could be obtained at the bar. he 
Union-Square Hotel aud other hotels on the 
east side served liquid refreshments only to 
their guests, and informed transient custom- 
ers to that effect. Most of the Third-avenue 
saloons couid be reached through the side- 
door entrances, although in some of them ad- 
mission could be obtained only on identifica- 
tion by the ‘‘watchmen” who guarded 
the portals. At Buchignant’s, in Third- 
avenue, near Fourteenth-street, the Italian 
proprietor was found primed witha bill for 
the Legislature to fine every person found in 
asaloon on Sunday $5, but not to touch the 
proprietor. He urged this with enthusiasm 
as the only way in which to thoroughly 
enforce the excise law. The scene along 
Broadway from Thirty-third-street down to 
Union-square and in the intersecting streets 
was not very animated last night. 
In the cafés where the wants were supplied at 
the tables the curtains were drawn and noth- 
ing was done openly. Lights were burn- 
ing in many saloons, but only the regu- 
lar habitués were admitted, and quiet generally 
prevailed. At 10:30 o’cleck two men, who car- 
ried an umbrella that looked, from the rents, 
as if it had passed through a very hard storm, 
staggered up Broadway, vainly seeking a 

lace to geta drink. A concert was given at 
Koster & Bial’s Garden, in Twenty-third-street, 
last night, and a large crowd drank beer at 
the tables.

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A TALK WITH CHARLES A. DANA.

HIS VIEWS REGARDING THE TARIFF AND 
PRESIDENTIAL CANDIDATES, 

San Francisco, April 22.—In an interview 
with a Chronicle representative to-day Charles A. 
Dana, of the New York ‘wn, said that the leadiag 
issue of the next Presidential campaign would be 
to turn out the Republicans. Cuntinuing, he said: 
“IT think the Democrats can come squarely before 
the country as advocates of a tariff for revenue 
enly. An internal revenue tax on liquor, which 
will yield enough to pay the pensions granted 
under recent laws, is justifiable. This tax 
would only last for four or five years, after 
which it would be no longer needed. Even 
now, as recommeaded by President Arthur, 
all internal taxation can be done away 


with. Icanuot say whether the active Republi- 
cans in the last Congress alienated the working- 
taen of the Republican Party or net. Upon the 
question of the reduction of the duties on metal it 
is too early to judge ofits effeots. The only South- 
ern States manufacturing woolen and cotton 
goods, sugar, and iron likely to be affected by the 
free trade issue are Louisiana, Geergia, 
and Alabama. The sugar interests ef Louis- 
jana would certainly fail under a free trade 
policy, for without protectiop Louisiana suzar- 
planters would be powerless to compete with 
Cuba, Brazil, and the Sandwich Islands. The iron 
interests of Alabama are safe. The effect of a free 
trade plank in the Democratic platform during the 
coming Presidential election would in New-York, 
in the present state of publie opinion, be ruinous. 
It would also lose New-Jersey, Connecticut, and 
probably Indiana. The Democratic Party has a 
number of available Presidential candidates in 
all parts of the country. MeDonald, of In- 
diana, is spoken of. MHendrieks has friends. 
Bayard has warm friends and probably 
more personal admirers than any other 
manin the party. Palmer, of [liinois, is strong. 
Thurman is one of the ablest men in the country. 
If Ohio unites in his support in the Democratio 
Convention his nomination is assured. Tilden’s 
friends ara not diseussing his nomination. I am 
his friend, and am not aware of such discussion. 
If Tilden was 15 years younger and had covrre- 
sponding physica! heaith, there weuld be no doubt 
of his nomination. Ido notthink the Western 
States will insist upon naming the candidate they 
desire, for success predominates over every 
other feeling. Butler, in my opinion, has no ehance 
for the nomination. He would be too hard a dose 
for the Southern States. I see no prospects of reo- 
onciliation between the Stalwarts and half-breeds. 
They hate each other worse than they hate the 
Damocrats. Blaine’s chances are poorer than in 
1876 or 1880. Arthur does not desire a renomina- 
tion. Heisa gentieman; a good fellow, and has 
made a better President than any other man would 
have done similarly situated. Grant has not a ghost 
of a chance. Pendleton has no origifiality, no 
enterprise.”” Mr. Dana further said that he did 
not believe the Civil Service Commission would 
accomplish anything. He said that thé epinions 
of Irish revo'utionists would not influence eleo- 
tions. Secret midnight conspirators have no placo 
in this Republic. In conclusion Mr. Dana said that 
American journalism is progressive, and expressed 
the opinion that California would undoubtedly be 
one ofthe greatest States of the Duion.

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A MOB SHOOTING AT CIRCUS MEN. 

WiiminGTon, Del., April 22.—A special to 
the Morning News from Dover, Del., states that 
O’Brien’s circus and menagerie, which exhibited in 
that place on Saturday, was attacked by a mob 
after the evening performance. The mob opened 
fire on the wagons as they were being hauled to 
the station for embarkation, accompanied by a 
guard of showmer. Light or ten of the cireus em- 
ployes were shot, and some of them seriously in- 
jured. Charles Henderson, one of the proprietors, 


was shot in the eye and head, and one of the 
drivers was shot and fell from his wagon. A bDor- 
tion of the wounded men were taken to the office 
of Dr. Wilson, where their injuries were attended 
to, and the others were varried to the cars. 
The police made no arrests. A committee 
of citizens waited on the Sheriff at midnight and 
requested bim to restore order and call eut the 
militia, if necessary, to suppress the outbreak. 
That official hastily summoned a posse, with which 
he waited upou the proprietors of the show and 
tendered them his services, and under their protee- 
tion the remainder of the wagons proceeded from 
the show grounds to the station without being 
molested. Ail the wagons were loaded, and at 3 
o'clock this morning the spevial train started for 
Cambridge, Md., with a physician in charge of the 
woundet. No arrests have yet been made. 
Several private residences and places of business 
were riddied with bullets. Breech-loadiug guns 
and revolvers were the weapons used by the at- 
taexing mob, who were dissatisfied with the show.

ST. AUGUSTINE IN APRIL 


> — 
PRESIDENT AKTHUR’S VISIT TO 
THE ANCIENT TOWN. 


HE ATTENDS THREE CHURCHES IN ONE DAY 
—VISITING POINTS OF INTEREST AND 
ENJOYING THE GLORIOUS WEATHER. 

Sr. Auaustrne, Fla., April 16.—To sit. 
and write upon an open balcony, in a light 
suitof clothes in the middle of April, witha 
spreading date-palm tracing feathery shadows 
over one’s paper, a soft east breeze bringing 
faintly a roar of distant breakers, the song of 
free mocking birds occasionally pleasing the 
ear, are a few of the experiences of the 
moment to the correspondent whose duty 
brings him to this charming old town by the 
sea. The guide-books have always a great 
deal to say about the age of St. Augustine. 

The time will come, however, and that not 

far away, when its ancient cathedral, its old 

and crumbling fortress, its narrow streets, and 
its somewhat foreign aspect will be made less oj 
than its delightful Winter and Spring climate, 
and its peculiar attractiveness for those whe 
seek recreation and rest. Its history has been 
told so often that any one who hears the 
name of Ponce de Leon and his adventures im- 
mediately thinks of St. Augustine and the 
tradition that it was about here the deluded 
old explorer spent some of his time looking fox 
the spring whose waters would give perpetual 
youth to him who drank them. It was not te 
study its history that President Arthur came 
here on Saturday. He came, as most of the 
people who are herecame before him, to ob 
tain rest, to be tempted by the sleep-inviting 
breeze, and to yield to the temptation; t¢ 
simply exist as agreeably as possible for twa 
or three days beyond the reach of crowds and 
work-a-day bustle. The quaintness of the 
town and the weight of history and legend ir 
carries are no bar to enjoyment. If one sets 
out to ‘‘do” itin the fashion of the galloping 
tourist the task can be completed in a day, 
After its old buildings have been ransacked, - 


however, one needs to stay awhile to really 
appreciate the comforts of the towrn—or city. 
The President’s arrival in St. Augustine on 
Saturday morning was made under most ad- 
vantageous circumstances. The weather was 
delightful. All the Presidential party were in 
good spirits. They were on time, and they 
were not annoyed by the little official recep. 
tion at the railroad etation. The St. John’s 
Railway, which Mr. W. W. Astor built from 
the St. John’s River at Toevi, to this place, 
does not run into the city, but drops its 
sengers a mile away from town, and ey 
come over the St. Sebastian River, that runs 
behind the town, in stages or hacks that await 
the arrival of all trains. Once across this 
river, the little procession of carriages that 
followed the President was driven 
King-street beneath an arch of pride o 
India, live oak, and orange trees, whose 
brancbes interlaced and filtered the sunlight 
that beamed so brightly overhead. At eack 
side of King-street are pretty little cottages, 
with double piazzas, screened at the ends 
against the sun, and partly hidden behind 
orange trees. Golden fruit was still hanging 
amid the glistening green leaves, although the 
season is over. The tall, thick stalks of the 
banana, with their arehed and drooping 
leaves, were in all the gardens,and here and 
there were bunehes of guavas. Small groups 
of black people stood at the gates, and a few 
ladies came out to see the visitors pass. As 
the carriages turned into St. George’s-street, 
a narrow lane perhaps 20 feet in width, the 
people who stood in the doors of the curiosity 
shops that thickly line this principal thorough- 
fare were within arm’s reach of the occupants 
of the carriages, and the carriages were driven 
beneath the shadows of the buildings on the 
opposite side of the way. Sidewalks and road. 
ways run. easily together here, and 
only differ slightly, the one i 
soft and sandy and the other hard 
streaked with the tramping of many feet over 
layers of pulverized coquina. The season was 
about to close here when the President arrived.. 
Several hotels and boarding-houses had closed, 
and the rush was over at the Magnolia 
House which he had decided to make his stop- 
ping place. The Magnolia House stands on 
St. George’s-street, not far from the geograph: 
cal centre of the town, and consists of a collec- 
tion of buildings of different ages and styles, 
erected from year to year for more than 5U 
years to meet the constantly growing throng 
of visitors. The main hotel anda new section 
standing at right angles to the old house in- 
close a courtyard grown with grass and 
shaded by thriving trees, a ful crape 
myrtle and a pride of India, standing together 
in the lawn. There are cottages at one side of 
the court, and between them and the hotel is a 
plein little church, occupied by a colored 
congregation. The piazzas of the hotel face 
the court, and when, as at the time of the 
President’s arrival]. they are filled with ladies 
and children in delicate Summer costumes, 
and a band of music is playiug beneath the 
trees, it suggests Saratoga, if one does not 
look across the way to see the old Spanish 
house, with iss coquina walls stuccoed and 
whitewashed, its arched doorways, the balcony 
extending along its second story, and the palm 
trees and bananas waving in the garden be- 
yond. At night, when the band returned te 
give a concert in honor of the President's 
visit, the piazzas and balconies above were 
hung with colored Japanese lanterns, lanterns 
were hanging in the trees, there were attentive 
but undemonstrative listeners to the music, 
and the President, who sat with his friends 
secure from annoyance, could see across the 
little lawn, gathered close to the whitewashed 
picket fence on its outer edge, first 
a row of delighted colored people 
and behind a moving throng oi 
St. Augustine people, young and old, many 
young women, some of whom wore lace veil: 
over their heads, turnishing the only sugges: 
tion of the days when old Spanish customs an¢ 
costumes were common here, when the earni 
val was celebrated in the narrow streets, and 
gay young Spanish bloods serenaded bigck- 
eyed Spanish beauties beneath the now moss 
grown and crumbling balconies. A few offi 
cers of the army, with the red stripes and fac 
ings of the artillery, and a few soldiers from 
the garrison, a sprinkling of naval officert 
from the Tallapoosa in their undress uniforms, 
gave diversity to the appearance of the throng 
which marched up and down through the nar- 
row streets. The moon shone from a clear 
sky, and the shadows of long gables and dormer 
windows were sharply detined upon neizhbor- 
ing walls and the sandy streets. ) 
Following his usual habit, the President was 
out early on Sunday to attend service ai 
Trinity Episcopal Church. To reach the 
church the President had to pass the old plaza, 
which is close bv the sea-wali at the foot o! 
King-street, and go by the old Spanish Cathe 
dra!l. In the afternoon, however, he went t¢ 
vesper service in the cathedralitself. This ol¢ 
building is a strange mixture of the ancient 
and modern. Outwardly it is aged enough te 
look at. lts walls of coquina show through 
spots where the cement used to stucco the sur- 
tace hag fallen away. ‘the cemmon form ot 
the Spanish front is plain to look at, and on¢ 
examines with interest the three old bells, of 
various forms, all homely, that hang in the 
arched openings cut for them. These bells 
clash unmusically for service, and at ali 
hours through the day and night, a beliman 
ringing them from a long platform hiddex 
from sight. From the President, as he satin - 
one of the hard pews in the body of the church, 
could be seen an altar resembling in its decox — 
rations those of most Catholic churches, Ins 
niche high up.on the right St. Aloysius, in a 
black cassock and short lace surplice, posed 
awkwardly, and wore a papier maché expres: 
sion of proper anxiety as to the possi- 
bility of going to smash by a fall of 
40 feet. St. Ambrese, rched in a cor- 
responding niche at the left, regarded the con- 
gregation without discernable alarm, and ina 
niche lower down, and directly over the altar 
and its burning candles, St. Augustine, the 
atron of the parish, mutely observed the 
oouinn congregation and the robed priest 
and his boy attendants as they moved 
about m the sanctuary. The old hammered 
silver lamp, suspended above the chancel 
rail, was ancient, and so was the painting of 
the first mass in St. Augustine, and the heavy 
side doors, and the baptistery with its grated 
gate. and the basins for holv water. set ini 





niches in the vestibuie. Trained boys and girls 
sang the music, and one irl, witha fresh, pure 
voice contributed a modern flavor to the ser- 
vice by singing Gounod’s “Ave Maria’’ cor- 
rectly and in good taste. A rather tipsy sailor 
from the Tallapoosa, ina Summer suit of white 
duck, tottered in just before the service was 
over. He took the little bottle of hely water 
offered to him by the sexton, thrust it into his 
breeches pocket, and then knelt upon the 
sanded floor, after he had spread a bandanna 
handkerchief to protect his knees, The 
crowd passed out while he knelt, a lon 
line of booted nuns leading a school o | 
little children across the extended legs of 
the devout jack tar without disturbing the 
devout gaze which he had fixed upon the 
altar, There were many we a ge ~ _ 
congregation, and among them a few elderly 
women, whose black faces and foreheads stood 
out with extraordinary freminence beneath 
handkerchiefs of spotless white tied about the 
head in cap-fashion. Many of the people | 
who were at the Episcopal Church in the 
morning ard at the Cathedral in the after- 
nvon went at night to the colored church ad- 
joining the hote!, «s it was expected the Presi- 
nt would be there. Three ministers, two of 
them black and the third a white man, oc- 
ecupied the platiorm, the congregation was 
large, and the choir full. It was not until 
nearly 9 o'clock when the President came 
in with Mr. Mercer and Mr. Chandler, 
The sexton showed them to chairs in 
front of thé first pew. The service was called 
a “praise-meeting,” and consisted principally 
of song. ‘The choir, composed of strong- 
voiced men and women singers, was becoming 
enthusiastic, and the congregation was follow- 
ing the leaders and the melodeon accompani- 
ment zealously wben the President entered. 
Th re was not more turning of heads when he 
appeared than there would have been in a 
congregation of white people. As the singers 
went on with their earnest-and simple and 
sometimes quaint songs, the President ap- 
peared to be greatly interested, and not at all 
concerned when he happened to look up and 
found a dozen black and white eyes peering in 
at the windows. The leading voices were heard 
to the best advantage in such hymns as 
'*Ring those charming bells” and ‘‘ Roll on, 
sweet chariot,” but the congregation sang 
“Coronation” with power. The visiting white 
minister made a prayer just before the bene- 
fiction, in which he alluded to the President 
in terms as proper as those employed in the 
book of common prayer. agra 
Everybody who comes to St. Augustine is 
expected to visit the old fort—San Juan de 
Pinos, it was called when first named, after- 
ward changed to San Marco, and later, when 
it came into possession of the United States, 
still again changed to Fort Marion. And 
everybody does visit it. From the Magnolia 
House the President started off alone to-day, 
and in the course of a long walk around town, 
In which he saw all the regular sights, he 
reached the old fort and theancient city gates. 
All the guide-books are full of descriptions of 
this most ancient of American fortifications. 
Sergt. McGuire, who has been the commandant 
and garrison for 17 years, and who lives in a 
cottage erected just witbin the south-eastera 
angle of the lunette or outer work, bad been in 
2 pucker of excitement ever since tho arrival 
of the President, fearing that he would prowl 
around until he found the Sergeant with- 
out his best uniform on, and then, 
in the exercise of his power as the Commander- 
in-Chief, indignantly deprive him of bis com- 
mand for appearing in badly repaired trousers. 
The t is a veteran, and 30 years of 
service and more than twice 30 years of age 
have made his blue eyes dim, his side whiskers 
and mustache and sparse hair gray, his voice a 
trifie husky, and his legs just a bit shaky. 
His memory of the story he learned 17 years 
ago has not faded. He told it to the Presidert 
as he tells it to everybody else. He for- 
nately had on his ¢ trousers when the 
President came, and led the way for him 
through the keep, dismantled of its gates and 
with its walls slowly falling to decay, and 
across the permanent ge that occupies the 
anciently filled by the draw-bridge, not 
ing to direct the attention of the Presi- 
dent to the puileys in the wall over which 
the chains ran to pull the bridge up. 
When Sergt. McGuire and the President 
were within the salley port the wnt pes pulled 
up achair, rubbed his mouth, and pulled one 
his side whiskers, cleared his throat, and 
with the prudent preface that there were dif- 
accounts of the age of the fort, and that 
be only spoke by the “ buke,” he went on to 
explain that the fort was a trapezium, inclosing 
an area 60 yards square, the walls being 21 
feet high, with bastions at each corner, these 
named after Sts. Peter, Paul, and Au- 
gustine, while the designation of the fourth is 
unknown. Rattling on, with an cccasional 
clearing of the throat, and speaking in a rich 
that made a part of his narrative diffi- 
cult to understand, he told how dreadfully the 
King of Spain was troubled when he found 
that the fort was going to be costly after work 
had been carried on upon it for 60 yoars, and 
how some eld Spanish wit told the guards on 
a fortress in Spain to keep a good lookout, as 
he expected to see a work that cost so 
much spreading out over the whole world. 
No one, the Sergeant truly said, could tell 
how much it cost. Any one can see that it had 
been a work of time and great care. It wasa 
long story, and in one t was romantic. 
The Sergeant related. with evident earnest- 
ness, a legend connected with a dungeon in the 
north-east bastion. Lighting a torch, he led 
the President across the open court-yard, pomt- 
ing out the sloping approach to the parapets, 
with its worn coquina steps and some old Span- 
{sh iron guns that are piled up at one side, 
and, opening a double door, he lighted the way 
through a dark casemate, under a low door- 
way, scarce higher than the President's knees, 
and into a dungeon which he said was shut off 
by 17 feet of coguina fromthe outer day. The 
President was at liberty to believe or reject 
the story about the finding of iron cages and 
human bones within, supposed by some guess- 
trs to be those of members of a royal family 
who were objectionable in Spain, and who 
ere sent to San Juan de Pinos to be inclosed 
iron bars and starved to death in this dun- 
n, dark, damp, and altogether disagreeable. 
The President was glad to get to the light 
gain, and to Jook into the casemate in which 
the chapel of San Marco was located. Against 
the outer walla bigh altar, over the altar a 
niche, and upon all a green mold, with water 
dripping along the surface, greeted the eye 
pf the President, who could not help see- 
that ‘many visitors to the place 
had left their names scratched and pen- 
tiled upon the stuccoed walls. In the 
walls on each side near the doorway 
re two niches, where, about 130 years ago. the 
panish soldiers and the refugees who occa- 
jionally took refuge in the fort to escape 
Indian raids upon the town, were accustomed 
to find the holy-water basins, and just a stride 
away the President's attention was directed to 
the hollowed step, worn by the feet of many 
worshipers. Other casemates, occupied by 
the inquisition or court, by Indian prisoners, 
and by officers, were shown by the Sergeant, 
and the barred window through which the 
Seminole chief Wild Cat squeezed his starved 
body and dropped into the moat, only to be 
recaptured soon after, was exhibited in all its 
gnwholesomeness. As the President passed 
put of tne fort and said good-bye to the Ser- 
yeant, he turned to look at the marks 
made by the guns of Gen. Ogie- 
thorpe, who bombarded the fort in 1740, 
from Anastastia Island, just across the 
Matanzas River, in the hope of reducing it for 
the benefit of the British, whom he then repre- 
sented in Georgia as Governor. It was late in 
the afternoon, and some time after the Presi- 
fient had gone away, thatsome newspaper cor- 
respondents heard the old Sergeant repeat his 
story. He had made his parting speech, and 
bad wound it up by his well-known aliusion to 
Bt. Augustine as *‘ the ouldest town in the coun- 
try, and only one that is finished,’ when one of 
the party asked: ‘‘Howdo you like the Presi 
fent?”’ “I havn’t seen him yit,” he replied, 
ps he stroked his whiskers. ‘*‘Why, he was 
here to-day, and you showed him through the 
fort.” The Sergeant looked down at the 
crumbled coquina floor for a moment, then 
looked up with a_ startied expression, and 
rubbed his chin with his hand. The Presi- 
dent’s appearance was described. The Ser- 
geant immediately recognized its likeness to 
his visitor. His hand went tohis chin, a de- 
spairing look came into his watery eyes, axd 
in a melancholy whisper he gasped: ‘* Howly 
mither; I hadn’t shaved.”

cannot prove that he has obtained it for some 
lawful purpose, is rendered liable to 14 years’ 
penal servitude, Persons engaged in malicious 
explosions likely to injure life or property, 
even if they are unsuccessful in their diaboli- 
cal work, are to be punished with transporta- 
tion for life. For ‘‘ attempts and conspiracies” 
in the same direction the penalty is 20 years’ 
penal servitude. British subjects in foreign 
couptries are includedin this ciause, witha 
view to cover the operations of some of the 
agents of O'Donovan Rossa, who, it is feared, 
is a far more influential person than he is be- 
lieved to be in New-Ycrk, which has for 
so long simply shrugged its sboulders at 
him. It is quite open to discussion 
whether he is wot guilty of the crime of 
‘‘Jevying war” under the protection of Ameri- 
ca against a friendly power. London, during 
the past few days, has had many earnest assur- 
ances that America has no sympathy what- 
ever with the Irish advocates of violence;

FRENCH AND AMERICAN CLAIMS. 

WASHINGTON, April 22.—A very interesting 
question was raised inthe French and Ameriean 
Claims Commission at the session yesterday. A 
short time ago it was agreed between the diplo- 
matic representatives of the United States and 
France that the case of Isaae Taylor against the 
Freneh Republic should be withdrawn, on the 
ground that it was excluded by the treaty organ- 
izing the commission as a oase already adjudi- 
cated. It was at the same time agreed that if, 
upon inquiry, any eases against the United States 
should be found falling within the same class as 
Isaac Taylor’s case they should also be withdrawn. 


On ealling the docket yesterday, when the case of 
Perdreauvilie against the United States was 
reached, counsel for the United States declared 
that it was suspended under the arrangement in 
regard to the case of ‘Taylor. Counsel for the 
French Republic then moved that the cases 
which the counsel for the United States 
eontended came within that elass should be 
proceeded with; that the evidenee should be 
taken and filed and the commission called upon to 
determine whether they actually came within the 
agreement. To this the counsel for the United 
States objected on the ground—first, that, as it was 
axreed between the diplomatic representatives, 
the Secretary of State, and the French Minister, to 
withdraw the Taylor case, the same representa- 
tives should agree to withdraw the other cases; 
second, that if the Commission took up these eon- 
tested cases, it might be obliced to decide them 
only under the provisions of the treaty, disregard- 
ing the agreement between the diplomatic repre- 
sentatives, so that, while the Taylor case might be 
withdrawn, the other cases might be deeided 
against the United States by the commission. The 
discussion was ended by the commission caill- 
ing for the correspondenee between the two 
Governments. Counsel for the United States fur- 
ther contended that tae proper course was to have 
left the Taylor case as well as the other cases to 
the judicial determination of the commission and 
not undertake to dispose of them diplomatically. 
This was the question that came near breaking up 
the Geneva arbitration between Great Hritain and 
the United States. It arose upon the matter of 
* consequential aamages."’ The United States in- 
sisted that it should be submitted to the arbitra- 
tion, while Great Britain heid the contrary. It is 
stated on good authority that the solution of this 
difficulty, which saved the arbitration, was devised 
by ex-Secretary Boutwell, who was then in the 
Cabinet of Gen. Grant, and who is now counse! for 
the United States before the French Claims Com- 
mission.

PROHIBITORY REFORMERS MUST KEEP WITH- 
IN CONSTITUTIONAL LIMITS. 

DuBvuguE, Iowa, April 22.—The opinions in 
the prohibitory amendment case, filed by Chiet- 
Justice Day and Justice Beck yesterday, review the 
points at issue at great length. The decision of the 
court, as expressed in the opinion written by the 
Chief-Justice, is that the prohibitory amendment 
to the State Constitution is unconstitutional and 
void. Justice Beck gives a strong dissenting opin- 
ion, maintaining the position previously assumed 
The court affirms its right to review le- 


gislative acts of the General Assembly or of the 


people. The doetrine that the sovereignty of the 
people extends to the overthrowing of constitu- 
tions and the adoption of new ones without regard 


to forms of existing provisions is declared to be | 


revolutionary and not constitutional. Chief-dus- 
tiee Day says: ‘It may be that the incorporation 
of that amendment into the Constitution, even if 
the Constitution has to be broken to accomplish it, 
would not of itself produce any serious results. 


But if itshoula be done by sanctioning the doe- 
trine contended for a precedent would be 
set which would plague the State for ail 
future time.’”’ The court refers to the cases cited 
by appellant, 13 Peters, 414, 5; Blatchford 12, 13; 
Wallace 646, and others, and points out where they 
differ from the case atthe bar. The court also 
quotes from 75 Pennsylvania State as applicable 
here, that there are but three known modes by 
which the whole people of a State ean give their 
assent to an alteration of an existing lawful 
form of government. First, the mode provided in 
the existing Constitution; second, by constitutional 
convention, and third, by revolutien. The peo- 
‘ple are under an organized government; they can- 
not change it unless in an authorized manner. 
No heresy bas ever been taught in this country so 
fraught with evilas the doctrine that the people 
have a constitutional right to disregard the Con- 
stitution. It tends to revolution and anarchy. It 
is incumbent upon ali who infiuence and mold pub- 
lic opinion to repudiate so dangerous a doctrine 
before it bears fruit destructive of republican in- 
stitutions. Authority without conflict is, that not 
only must the Constitation be amended in the 
manner prescribed in the existing Constitution, 
but it is competent for the courts to inquire 
whether, in the adoption of the amendment, the 
provisions of the existing Constitution have been 
observed. ‘The voice of the people can only be of 
legal force when expressed in the manner pointed 
out by themselves in theirecenstitutions. The eourt 
cites numerous authorities in support of this 
doctrine. 

The seeond question raised was that the judg- 
ment of the Nineteenth General Assembly on the 
proceedings of the Eighteenth General Aszembly 
were conclusive, and could not be renewed. On 
this point the court discuss all the authori- 
ties cited by counsel and say that, in 
their opinion, the uestion involved in 
the case at the ar does not fall 
within the principle laid down by such authorities. 
Having disposed of this question, the court shows 
wherein the provisions of the Constitution relating 
to its amendment were not complied with. It was 
claimed in the argument that certain papers pro- 
duced cured defects shown by the reeords of the 
Legislature. The records are the ultimate and 
conclusive proot of the proceedings of the Legisla- 
ture. It would be a startling doctrine, indeed, 
if it sheuld be held that the journals of the General 
Assembly could be contracted by a paper pro- 
duced upen the street three years after action 
was had by a person who will not permit his name 
to be disclosed, and whom the court is not permit- 
ted toknow. We might well trembie on the per- 
manency of our Constitution if such a proceeding 
could be sanctioned. It was a matter of greatest 
regret that a paper should have been brought in 
this case so clearly not entitied to legal considera- 
tion, and which eould have no other effect than to 
further inflame and excite the already excited and 
inflamed public mind. If all obstacles in the way of 
sustaining the amendment already considered 
could be overcome, there are still others in the 
way likely to be unanswerable. In concluding the 
opinion the court says: ‘* Placing the most liberal 
construction upon the provision of the Constitu- 
tion under consideration of which it is susceptible, 
we think it requires at least that the entries upon 
the journals sball show the terms of the amend- 
ment submitted. This is not shown upon the 
jeurnal either of the Senate or House of the 
Eighteenth General Assembly. We have ap- 
proached and discussed the grave ques- 
tion with a full appreciation of the re- 
sponsibilities whieh it involves, and we 
have given to its consideration the earnest atten- 
tion which its impertance demands. We have 
sought to maintain the supremacy of the Constitu- 
tion at whatever hazards. Itis forthe pretection 
of minorities that constitutions are framed. Some- 
times constitutions must be interposed [or the pro- 
tection of majorities even against themselves. 
Constitutions are adopted in times of public re- 
pose, when sober reason holds her eltadel, and are 
designed to check the surging passions in times of 
popular €xcitement. But if eourts eould be 
coerced by popular majorities into a disregard of 
their previsions eonstitatlions would become mere 
‘ropes of sand,’ and there would be an end of 
social and constitutional freedom. The cause of 
temperance can sustain no injury from the loss of 
this amendment which would be at all com- 
parable to the injury to republiean institutions 
which a violation of the Constitution would inflict. 
That large and respeotabie class of moral reform- 
ere which so justly demands the observance and 
enforcement of the law cannot afford to take its 
first reformatery step by a violation of the Comsti- 
tution. How oan it consistentiy demand of others 
onedience to the Constitution which it violates 
itself? The people can in a short timé re-enact the 
amendment. Inthe matter of a great moral re- 
{orm the loss of a few years is nothing. The Con- 
stitution is the palladium of republican freedom. 
Young men coming forward upon the stage of 
political action must be educated te venerate it. 
Those already upon the stage must be taught to 
obey it. Whatever interests may be advanced or 
may suffer, Whoever or whatever may be ‘ voted 
up or voted down,’ no gacrilegious hands must be 
laid upon the Constitution. Abidingly and firmly 
convinced of the correctness of our former con- 


clusion, recognizing no superior higher than the | 


Constitution, acknowledging no fealty greater than 
loyalty to its prineiples, and fearing no donse- 
guences except those which would flow from a 
dereliction in duty, we adhere to and reaffirm the 
doctrines already announeed.”’

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THE ILLEGAL 1OWA AMENDMENT. | THE FREEDOM OF WORSHIP BILL. | 


ARGUMENTS OF THE EVANGELICAL ALLIANCE 
AGAINST THE MEASURE. 


The Evangelical Alliance of the United 
States, through its officers in this City, the Hon. 
John Jay and the Rev. Drs. S. Irenceus Prime, 
Philip Schaff, and J. M. Buckley, have prepared 
for presentation to the Legislature a protest against 
the passage of the bil) entitled, “An set to 
secure to the inmates of institutions for the care 
ef the poor freedom of worship.” ‘The bill is now 
pending in both the Senate and Assembly. The 
Alliance is composed of members of the various 
Christian churches “ who hold te the right of free- 


dom of worship a8 declared by the Constitution of 
this and other States.” One of its objects is to 
promote religious liberty, and the protest againat 
the passage of the pending bill is a means to 
that end. . The title of the bill is misieading 
in the opinion of the protestors. It gave the im- 
pression, that ithad been framed: and was pro- 
moted by those who believed in and wished to se- 
cure to the poorinour charitable institutions the 
freedom of religious profession and worship guar- 
anteed by our Constitution. Instead, they say. the 
bill was introduced and has been pressed by the 
clerical party represented by the man Catholic 
Union of New-York, because of a refusal on the 
partof the managers of the Society for the Ref- 
ormation of Juvenile Delinquents to permit the ap- 
pointment of a Roman Catholic Chaplain for the 
House of Refuge. They asked that the Chaplain 
be allowed to celebrate mass every Sunday, have 
free access daily to the hospital and accommoda- 
tions for hearing confessions of Catholic ehildren in 
the sacrament of penance. This petition was de- 
nied by{the Board of Managers, which the Evangeli- 
cal Alliance says ineluded ‘*two Roman Catholic 
gentlemen of great respectability, the Hon. Chief- 
Justice Charles P. Daly and Mr. Nathaniel Jarvis.” 

The non-sectarian system of Management as now 
practiced is thus outlined: ‘“‘To reform its in- 
mates they are brofight under moral and mental 
training based on tne divine precepts of the Bible, 
which form the basis of all Christian morality. Its 
chapel is open to all denominations without dis- 
crimination, and there moral and religious teach- 
ing at appropriate hours is welcomed by the man- 
agers, Thesick and all other inmates, as shown 
by the managers, are attended by such clergymen 
as they desire; but the managers prohibjt attempts 
to proselytize the inmates, and they also prohibit 
disparaging speceh iu their presenee with respect 
to any church or creed.” 

The bill directs the Managers of the House of 

Refuge and various other institutions embraced in 
its provisions “to permit at reasonable times the 
inmates thereof to be visited by clergymen of the 
denominations to which they or, if tent their 
parents belong. and the religious services of sach 
denominations to be had according to its rules and 
discipline.”” Its passage would enable the Catho- 
lies to appoint Chaplains for mass and confession, 
not only in the House of Refuge, but in all institu- 
tions for the support of the poor receiving publie 
aid, excepting only asylums for the insane, and It 
would apply also to tnose for the blind, foundlings, 
orphans, fallen. women, and juvenile delinquents. 
The alliance protests against the passage of a law 
giving such extraordinary powers to any elerical 
power and against the attempt made by this bill 
to reverse the traditional pelicy—‘‘no connee- 
tion between Church and State’—bequeathed 
to us by our fathers, which, though con- 
demned by article 55 of the Reman Syllabus, 
Americans hold to be the enly policy that com- 
ports with the harmony and good-will between 
citizers of opposing creeds, so essential to the 
national peace. It protests against the introduc- 
tion or allowance by the State of proselytism and 
propagandism in our penal, charitable, and educa- 
tional institutions. lt protests espeeially against 
the attempt to take from the infant inmates of 
those institutions their right of religious profession 
asd worship. The Alliance holds, too, that the 
Catholic system of edueation, being mainly of a 
denominational character, is not a wise one, and 
in support of this claim gives the following fignres 
from the census compiled by Mr. Dexter A. Haw- 
kins, showing the number of paupers, &c., fur- 
nished to every 10,000 inhabitants:

It was also shown that in the State of New-York 
the Koman Catholio parochial school system turned 
out three and a half times as many paupers as the 
public schoolsystem. Another reason given for 
the rejection of the bill is the threat first made in 
the Catholic Review and circulated by the Catholic 
Union of the * political damnation of any man or 
any party” that should oppose the bill. Referring 
to this threat the protest says: ‘* This Alliance re- 
speetfally submits to yeur honorable bodies that. 
whatever apology may be found for such an at- 
tempt to eontro! by intimidation the free action of 
legislation by those who hold thatthe State has no 
right to educate and that it is subject to the cleri- 
cal authority of Rome, it plainly shows the impro- 

riety of subjecting to such guardianship the re- 

igious freedom of the children of the State, and 
that both the title of this bill, ‘to secure freedom 
of wore, and the menace used te secure its pas- 
sage, exhibit a consciousness that the intelligent sen- 
timent of the people of the State of New-York, of all 
creeds and parties, is overwhelmingly opposed to 
the intent of the bill, and thet ‘ts enaetment, were 
it possibie, could only be achieved by a misrepre- 
sentation of its object and by threats of ‘ political 
daranation.’ ” 

In closing the protest says: “This Alliance begs 
leave respectfully to invoke such decided action 
on the part of your honorable bodies in defense 
of the dignity of the State and of religious free- 
dom as may help to calm the rising fears of 
thoughtful and earnest citizens of all creeds and 
parties, that the organization and training of a po- 
litical faction devoted to the overthrow of re- 
ligious freedem as ordained by the Constitution, 
and bold enough to menace the Legislature and 
threaten the defeat of either of the great parties, 
presents @ practical issue more important than 
any that confront the country, and one that de- 
mands united action on the part of our native 
born and naturalized citizens to defend against 
ecelesiasiical encroachment their civil liberties 
and religious rights.”

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NASMYTH ON HIS OWN LIFE. 
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The ease with which books are produced 
in our times and the enormons number of 
books actually produced every year are facté 
not wanting in compensation for those who 
perpetually deplore that shameless book- 
making which has achieved a@ success in late 
years that nothing seems able to arrest. 1% 
must be acknowledged that but for these facts 
many an excellent book, well worthy to 
have been written, might never have been 
written at all, and chief among such must 
stand the autobiography, a rare form of per- 
sonal history in all book times, and still a 
rare oue now, though becoming less rare than 
it once was. It has been truly said, and the 
saying wili bear frequent repetition, that the 
life of no human being faithtully recorded by 
himself could fail to interest the world in 
general, Weare all so very human that the 
experience of no other person in getting on 
in this world, or in not getting on, fails alto- 
gether in touching our own experience or our 
sympathies. Mr. Nasmyth’s volume is an 
excellent example in proof of this proposition. 
It is readable from first page to last, and, what 
is more, if is encouraging and helpful, No 
young man just entering upon life’s race 
could read it without gaining strength from it, 
Nor could an old man, resting from the bur- 
den of his life-toil, as Mr. Nasmyth is now 
resting from his, take up its perusal without 
finding in it stron ints either of 
or of » Sor toe vi received too late. isis « 

Mr. Nasmyth comes of a Scotch family the 
dates its’ history back to remote times in 
Tweeddale, where it lands in the 
thirteenth century. It fought in the wars of 
Bruce, and it had for its motto, “Non Arte 
Sed Marte,” the significance of which having 
been changed in the life of James Nasmyth, 
Mr. Nasmyth reversed the motto to “ Non 
Marte Sed Arte.” He also adopted as a device 
in place of the family arms the steam ham- 
mer, of which he was the inventor, and by 
which he is chiefly known. Mr. Nasmyth’s 
grandfather was a noted builder in his time, 
and erected for the nobility of Scotland 
houses that were admirable sp-cimens of 
workmanship. In one of tie houses which 
he built im Edinburgh’ Walter Scott 
spent his boyhood. father of Mr. 
Nasmyth often upon him 
the excellence of the grandfather’s work. 

s had a great influence upon the young 
man’s after career. It created in him a desire 
to reach excellence in whatever he undertook. 
Nor was Mr. Nasmyth’s father an ordinary 
man, His place in the history of art in Scot- 
jand is high and permanent. He painted the 
portrait of Robert Burns that is now the one 
authentic and important portrait, and he was 
remarkable for a large and varied ac 
and usefulness in other fields of labor. He 
was employed by Patrick Miller, of Dalswin- 
ton when that gentleman undertook his experi 
nents with the steam-boat, and made a draw- 
ing of the boat under speed in 1788, which 1s 
reproduced in this volume. Among the pas- 
sengers carried by the boat were Robert Burns 
and rey! Brow , afterward Lord Chan- 
cellor of England. Mr. Nasmyth claims for 
this boat the distinction of being ‘the first 
actual steam-beat,” though Kumsey and Fitch 
had made their experiments in this country 
two years eariier. This event indieates, how- 
ever, the wide extent of subjects that could 
ciaim the attention of Alexander Nasm 
the artist, and it wastrue of him throughout 
life, and he lived a long life that was active to 
its very close, The mother of James Nasyayth 
is eo ania to us in the following para 
graph: 

“ My motherdid not bring with her any fortune, 
80 to speak, in the way of goid and acres, but she 
brought something. far “better into my father’s 
home—a sweetness of disposition and a 
measure Of common-sense, which made ker, in all 
respects, the devoted helpmate of her husband. 
Her happy, cheerful temperament and her con-

goodness. That was, indeed, the best fortune she 
could bring into a good man’s heme.” 

Andeed, Mr. Nasmyth bears ample testimony 
to the indebtedness he was under for having 
been born of good parents. He says on his 
first page that “our history long be- 
fore we are born” and that the gifts of nature 
are more valuable than those of fortune. He 
acquired in early life an ample fortune, and 
be had parents that were wise, honorable, and 
tender. His testimony, therefore, is pleas- 
ing to read, because it confirms what all men 
in their hearts know, but few are willing or 
content to exemplify in their own lines of con- 
duct and character. Elsewhere Mr. Nasmyth 
dwells upon this point of heredity in a very 
impressive manner as it coneerns skilled 
workmen. When he had started his famous 
Bridgewater foundry he says he ‘had 
no difficulty in obtaining abundance 
of skillea workmen in South Lancashire.” 
He was in the centre of a population “ gifted 
with mechanical instinct.” Much of the 
talent there is ‘‘inherited,’ and has been de- 
veloped from generation to generation. He 
even goes so far as to say that much of the 
mechanical excellence of the Manchester work- 
men has come down from the Norman smiths 
and armorers brought into the country by Huge 
de Lupus, the chief armorer of the Conquerer, 
after the battle of Hastings. He d par- 
ticuiarly upon the skill that was required in 
old times to forge chain armor, and says that 
skul is now devoted to more peaceful objects— 
making the best of files and steel tools. There 
is an aristocracy of talent indeed! and an 
aristocracy of good Norman blood besides. 

Mr. Nasmyth’s earliest mechanica! notions 
were derived from his father in his father’s 
workshop—‘‘ my primary technical school, the 
very foreground of my life.” In his own 
room he made the brass castings for his me- 
chanical devices, and finally, when he went to 
London to seek a place in the famous shops of 
Henry Maudsley, he earried with bim, as a 
sample of his ability, a steam engine, ‘every 

art of whieh, including the pattern, the cast- 
ings, and the forgings, was the result of hisown 
individual handiwork.” The result, in the case 
of this engine, was a work the style of which 
he would even now be proud toown. Before 
going to London, however, when 19 years old, 
1e had constructed a road steam carriage that 
ran successfully and carried passengers. He 
ha@ exhibited a modei of it before the Scottish 
Society of Arts, and the members aided him 
with $800 to carry forward his project, but 
when they saw it in operation they attached 
no commercial value to it, and the carriage 
was accordingly broken up and the engines 
were sold. Mr. Nasmyth went to London in 
1829. He had then saved the sum of $100, and 
was resolved henceforth to support 
himself. To be with Maudsley was a privi- 
lege usually paid for and sometimes 
hard to get even on such terms. Mr. Na- 
smyth was at first denied a place, but when he 
showed Mr. Maudsley the steam engine he had 
made he was immediately taken in ; moreover, 
he was made Mr. Maudsley’s assistant and 
given the privilege—a great privilege this was 
—of working in his private shop. He was 
paid a nominal salary of i0s. a week, and out

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, tn this region, cloudy weather, with 
rain, north-east to south-east winds, stationary 
or lower barometer, slight changes in tempera- 
ture. 


It is a little singular that the Assembly, 
with its large Democratic majority, 1s dis- 
posed to treat the apportionment question in 
& fairer spirit than the Senate with its slen- 
der majority. It ought to be regarded as an 
evidence of merit that the De Witt bill is 
generally accepted as a fair one, but that 
fails to recommend it to the favor of the 
Central Committee and its agents in the 
Senate. They want a ‘‘gerrymander’’ that 
will give them an advantage in the only 
part of the State in which they can rely on 
their strength. They are determined that 
there shall be no more than one Republican 
Representative below Westchester County if 
they can help it, and that nearly two-fifths 
of the voters of this City shall be absolutely 
without representation in Congress. Those 
who expect to gain party strength by such 
tactics have a very low estimate of the popu- 
lar intelligence.and sentiment of fair play. 


The memorial of merchants and bankers 
addressed to the Legislature relative to 
the Ramapo water project, presents a 
formidable array of signers. The memori- 
ilists, being largely interested as business 
men in property in the down-town districts 
exposed to great risks by fire, have given 
their unqualified support to a proposed sys- 
vm of conduits by which water from 
Orange and Rockland Counties, in this 
Btate, is to be brought into the City at 
such an clevation as will secure a pres- 
sure sufficient to force streams over the 
highest buildings without the aid of pump- 
ing machinery. The right to take the 
water and the work of binging it to the 
City are to be in the hands of a private cor- 
poration. The project is designed to be 
auxiliary to that for the enlargement of the 
Croton supply, and to anticipate that supply 
by several years. The projectors ask the 
Legislature to grant permiseion for the 
work to be undertaken. If the project is 
successful the City authorities are to be al- 
lowed to contract to take the water for im- 
mediate use in the extinguishment of fires. 
If the terms of the contract cannot be ful- 
filled the loss must fall upon those engaged 
in the undertaking.

A curious practical consequence of the 
somewhat rash reduction in the tax on do- 
mestic cigars is to be seen in the strike of 
the Spanish cigar-makersin this City. These 
workmen have repeatedly demanded of their 
smployers that $2 of the $8 remission of 
tax shall be added to their wages. The lat- 


ing that the rest must be accorded 
to the retail dealers to induce them 
to push New-York-made cigars in competi- 
tion with those made in Key West, where 
they say wages are one-third less than here. 
Hence the strike. Thus it seems that the 
reduction, under any circumstances, will be 
divided between the Key West manufac- 
turers, the retail dealers, and the workmen, 
and that the consumers whose increased 
demand was to make up the receipts in the 
revenue, will get no advantage whatever. 
As a fiscal measure the reduction does not 
justify the predictions of its authors. 


The canvass of Mr. Ranpatui for the 
Speakership is being very vigorously pressed 
in all parts of the country, but it is not 
meeting with much favor in the South. In 
Virginia, Kentucky, Missouri, and South 
Carolina the press generally regards the 
protectionist-Democrat with little  re- 
spect. The Charleston News and Courier 
says: ‘‘ He will never again be made 
Speaker by Democratic votes. The majority 
in the next House dare not stultify their 
party by a blunder which would be a crime 
against the country.’’ On the other hand, 
Mr. Biarne, when asked by a correspondent 
of the Philadelphia Press who would be the 
next Speaker, replied bluntly, ‘Sam Ran- 
DALL, of course.’? The two opinions throw 
much light on Mr. RAnDALUL’s peculiar posi- 
tion in politics. 

The dignified and temperate but un- 
answerable protest of the Evangelical Alli- 
ance of the United States against the scheme 
to introduce priestly dictation and the tyr- 
anny of the confessional into the House of 
Refuge and other institutions for the care of 
the poor should be accepted by the Le. 
gislature as an expression of the opposi- 
tion of the entire non-Catholic commu- 
nity to the falsely-named Freedom of Wor- 
ship bill. No legislative measure of like 
origin and purpose ever bore more con- 
spicuously the stamp of itsauthorship. The 
craftiness and hypocrisy so characteristic of 
the procedures of the Roman priesthood, 
sinister aims masked under a righteous pre- 
tense, and the persistent purpose to open up 
new fields to proselyting effort are recog- 
nizable on the most careless reading of 
the bill to every one familiar with the 
methods of the Roman Catholic Union 
of New-York. It did not need Mr. Haw- 
KrNs’s figures nor the exposure of the base- 
less assumption by the Catholic Union of 
the right to furnish spiritual guides for 
three-fourths of the children in the House 
of Refuge to put this bill in its true light 
before the Legislature, which already under- 
stands it very well. But the truculent 
declaration of the organ of the Catholic 
Union that opposition to the bill would work 
the ‘ political damnation of any man or 
party’? makes it necessary that the people 
should know its character that they may 
hold their representatives to a strict account 
for their action upon it. 


THE IOWA AMENDMENT CASE. 


The decision of the Supreme Court of 
Iowa on the validity of the constitutional 
amendment prohibiting the sale of intoxi- 
cating liquors involves questions of far more 
importance than tli policy of the State re- 
garding the liquor traffic. There is no denial 
of the right of the majority to change the 
Constitution in any way that may suit its 
convictions, provided it proceeds in the or- 
derly manner prescribed by the Constitution 
itself. But it is denied in the most emphatic 
terms that any majority, however strong 
and determined, can modify a State Consti- 
tution without complying fully with the con- 
ditions prescribed for making changes in 
the organic law. The other question raised 
on the petition for a rehearing of the case is 
settled with equal clearness and emphasis, 
to the effect that the judicial power of the 
State has authority to pass upon the action 
of the Legislature in providing for the sub- 
mission of constitutional amendments to a 
vote of the people. It is evident that these 
are questions of far-reaching importance, 
which might arise in any State in a form 
that would give them astartling’significance. 

The prohibitory amendment in question 

originated with the Eighteenth General As- 
sembly of Iowa. It was approved by the 
Nineteenth General Assembly and submitted 
to a vote of the people at a special election 
in June of last year, when it was ratified by 
a majority of about thirty thousand. Last 
Fall the validity of the amendment was 
called in question, a buyer of liquor having 
refused to pay for it on the ground that its 
sale was prohibited by the Constitution, 
and the seller having brought suit to recover 
the amount due. In behalf of the plaintiff 
the plea was set up that the constitutional 
amendment was not properly adopted, inas- 
much as the Journal of the House of Repre- 
sentatives in the Eighteenth General Assem- 
bly did not show that it had passed 
that body at all, and the form in which it 
was considered in that branch differed from 
that in which it passed the Senate. The fact 
was established that the joint resolution em- 
bodying the amendment was not set forth 
in the Journals, and it did not appear upon 
them whether or not it differed in its terms 
as considered in the two houses. Neither 
did it appear that it had been adopted in any 
form in the lower house. On this state of 
facts it was decided by the lower court in 
November that the amendment was null and 
void. This view was upheld by the Su- 
preme Court on appeal in January of the 
present year, and is confirmed in the de- 
cision just rendered denying the petition for 
a rehearing in the case. 

There was no dispute as to the action of 
the Nineteenth General Assembly or the 
vote of the people, and it was claimed on 
the part of the petitioner that wnatever de- 
fect there may have been in the inception of 
the amendment it was cured by the action 
of the second Legislature, and by the ratifi- 
cation of the people. This claim in effect 
set up the doctrine that a Constitution may 
be amended or changed in any way and to 
any exteut without a strict regard for the 
method prescribed by the instrument itself, 
provided the result is approved by the peo- 
ple ata popular election. On the petition 
for a rehearing a new question was raised 
by a denial of the jurisdiction of the court 
to review and decide upon the action of the 
Legislature in proposing constitutional 
changes. Much stress was laid upon the 
political character of the legislative branch 
of the Government. and its ri¢ht to deter- 


mine political questions without interference 
from the judicial branch. 


Apart from the merits of the practical 
question in Iowa politics touching the pro- 
hibition of the liquor traffic, it is not to be 
wondered at that the Judges regarded the 
controversy as one of great moment, not 
only to the State of Iowa, but to all the 
States and to the Nation itself. It involved 
the authority of Constitutions and the pre- 
rogatives of the judiciary when in times of 
excitement a political majority might re- 
gard them as standing in the way of its 
purposes. If a popular majority may 
change a Constitution by a_ single 
vote, without a strict regard for the 
methods prescribed by the fundamental 
law itself, and if the judicial authority 
cannot pronounce upon the validity of its 
action and have its decision respected, it is 
evident that the most precious safeguards of 
constitutional stability are mere paper and 
nothing but the popular will, subject to 
excitement and inflammatory agitation, 
stands betweenorder and anarchy. Itis one 
of the main purposes of written Constitu- 
tions to serve as a bulwark against vio- 
lent and ill-considered changes in the 
polity of a State. To prevent hasty changes 
under the influence of political agitation is 
the sole object of provisions requiring that 
amendments shall be proposed by one Legis- 
lature and approved by another before being 
submitted to the people; and it is of the 
essence of the judicial function to deter- 
mine when the established principles and 
conditions of the fundamental law have been 
complied with. 

If there is any subject that calls for a 
strict conservatism it is this of making con- 
stitutional changes, and if once the clearly 
defined line of orderly action is departed 
from there is no barrier against a confusion 
of all conservative safeguards. ‘There is no 
reason to doubt that from the time the Le- 
gislature first took action in this matter 
to the present moment the people 
of lowa have been in favor of 
the prohibition amendment or that 
they have the right to make it by the method 
prescribed in their own Constitution; but 
they must, as a law-abiding and law-respect- 
ing people, recognize the importance of 
complying with that method in every par- 
ticular and of sustaining the authority of 
the judiciary to say whether it has been 
complied with or not. They can cure the 
effects of legislative negligence by renewed 
action, but they would find it hard to re- 
establish a constitutional safeguard once 
overthrown. 


SILVER FOR BANK-NOTES. 


All of the arguments advanced in favor of 
the coinage of legal tender silver dollars, at 
the time such coinage was enacted, have 
ceased to have any force. It was then urged 
that silver was necessary to the resumption 
of specie payments. Nota dollar has ever 
been used or required for that purpose. It 
was held that the coinage of $24,000,000 a 
year would promote an agreement among the 
principal commercial nations for unlimited le- 
gal tender coinage of silver. That agreement 
is unquestionably.more remote than at any 
previous time. It was argued that silver 
dollars would be taken into general use, and 
would tend to form a valuable metallic re- 
serve inthe hands of the people. Onlya 
small proportion of the coin has gone into 
actual use; no such reserve is being formed; 
the only serious accumulation any- 
where of the coin is in the vaults 
of the Treasury. It was contended 
that there was a strong popular desire for a 
return to a kind of currency which had once 
been useful and profitable, and that its 
restoration would naturally and healthfully 
advance prices and promote general pros- 
perity. Prices have, on the whole, receded 
rather than advanced, and the advantages 
of the new coinage remain absolutely unap- 
preciated by the country at large. 


Under these circumstances, the advocates 
of the silver movement are resorting to 
threats to check the opposition to it which 
is steadily maintained by those having the 
strongest interest in a sound currency. Of 
these the bankers are naturally the most 
numerous and the most prominent. They 
fully understand the dangers that lurk in 
the compulsory coinage of an_ intrinsi- 
cally inferior form of legal tender 
currency, and they do not hesitate to ex- 
press themselves plainly in regard to it. The 
Chicago 7ribune, which is one of the ablest, 
as it is one of the most sincere, of the 
few journals which favor the continuance 
and extension of the present policy, declares 
that the course of the bankers is ‘‘an 
insult. to popular intelligence,” and _ it 
hints that, if persisted in, it may lead to the 
abolition of the bank-note circulation. 
‘« When there shall be a sufficiency of silver 
dollars coined,’’ it remarks, ‘‘to meet the 
national demand, withdrawal of the entire 
issue of national bank notes and the substi- 
tution for them of silver certificates might 
take place without any possible loss to 
the country.”” The significance of this 
menace is not to be mistaken. It is 
the candid expression of the purpose 
of the silver movement, which with 
the Zrijwne amounts to fanaticism. Noth- 
ing short of a practically monometallic cur- 
rency, silver being the single metal, will 
satisfy the silver party. This is sought by 
the Zrivune from an honest belief in the 
equality of value between silver and gold, 
and the paper representatives of them, 
caused@ by the legal tender quality. It is 
sought by the silver mine owners, who are 
really at the bottom of the movement, from 
much less creditable and wholly selfish 
motives. 

Such a result, if it were possible to bring 
it about, would be a serious damage to this 
country, the prosperity of which depends 
absolutely upon the maintenance of a cur- 
rency fully equal in all ways, at all times, in 
all places to that of other important com- 
mercial countries. Whatever may be the 
virtue of a legal-tender quality imposed by 
law within the United States, it is lost at 
the boundaries of our land. It does not 
operate beyond them. A law of trade 
more powerful than any law of Con- 
gress will drive out ‘the better currency 
and retain the poorer, when the two 
come to compete one with the other, and 
when that had been accomplished this coun- 
try would suffer precisely in proportion to 
the inferiority of its currency. We do not 
believe that our people can be induced to 
sanction or vermit such s blunder. It cer- 
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tainly cannot be possible to enlist the 
bankers of the United States in so mis- 
taken a policy by threatening them with 
the destruction of the national bank 
circulation. The fulcrum is not strong 
enough to work the lever upon. 
That ‘circulation is by: no means so 
profitable as it 1s generally supposed to be. 
The tendency already is rather to its sur- 
render than to its retention, and the bankers 
cannot be forced to accept a policy which 
they believe to be mischievous and possibly 
disastrous by attacks upon a privilege of so 
doubtful a value, They have acted through- 
out in this matter with prudence, fidelity, 
and courage. They are not likely to change 
their course, even if the majority in Con- 
gress should apply what as yet is only a 
vague suggestion of an over-zealous journal- 
istic advocate of the silver fallacy. 


RIVER AND HARBOR WORKS. 


Experienced navigators and other persons 
who live in the vicinity of Manasquan River, 
New-Jersey, are so greatly dissatisfied with 
the work which the Government is doing 
there, under the River and Harbor act which 
was passed over the President’s veto, that 
they are preparing a petition in which they 
will implore the Government to call off its 
engineers and let nature take her course. 
They assert that the Government is doing 
more harm than good, and is seriously in- 
juring both the inlet and the river. This 
so-called improvement was one of those 
which Secretary Lincoun characterized in 
his report to the House of Representatives 
as yielding obscure and apparently insignifi- 
cant benefits to general commerce. No 
river and harbor bill was passed at the 
last session, and there will be no 
money to spend at Manasquan after June 30 
next. So much of the last appropriation 
remains unexpended that work will be con- 
tinued on many other projects, but it must 
stop at Manasquan River, Sumpawamus In- 
let, Woodbridge Creek, Rancocas River, 
Cheesequakes Creek, and other moist places, 
the names of which have been raised by the 
log-rolling labors of river and harbor Con- 
gressmen to the dignity of household words. 
The chief of engineers speaks in a mournful 
way of these and other so-called improve- 
ments which were condemned by his supe- 
rior officer, and declares that the Govern- 
ment will suffer great loss because Congress 
made no river and harbor appropriations 
last Winter. 

The River and Harbor bill which was re- 
ported last Winter, like the act which was 
passed over the veto, was a mixture of good 
and bad. The failure to pass it will delay 
the completion of several real improvements 
for which money had been properly and 
constitutionally appropriated, and will in- 
terrupt the progress of work upon other 
projects which have been condemned by the 
people as well as by the Secretary of War. 
The explosion in the chambers which have 
been made under Flood Rock in Hell Gate 
must be postponed, and the engineers will 
cease to vex the peaceful waters of Sum- 
pawamus Inlet and Cheesequakes Creek. 
Good and bad will suffer in company, and 
in the interests of honest and economical 
legislation. It seemed impossible to pro- 
mote real improvements of this kind with. 
out throwing away hundreds of thousands 
of dollars upon work which ought not to 
have been undertaken. 

The same problem confronted Congress 
when Taomas J. BRapy unexpectedly an- 
nounced that by expediting star routes he 
had spent so great a part of the money in- 
trusted to him that he should be compelled 
to stop every wagon mail route in the 
country in the last three months of the year 
if Congress would not give him $2,000,000 
more. There were 10,000 routes, and he 
had used so much money upon less than 200 
of them that the remaining routes must 
suffer with these if Congress would not 
yield. To save the honest service Congress 
gave him more money, which was expended 
upon both the honest and the fraudulent 
routes; but his demand led to reform and to 
his own prosecution. When Mr. James cut 
off the fraudulent service, Brapy boasted 
that a complaining nation would rise in its 
might and support his methods. The nation 
did nothing of the kind. 

Mr. Pace and other advocates of log-roll- 
ing river and harbor bills loudly declared, 
again and again, that the people were with 
them, although the President was against 
them. They would cheerfully wait for a 
vindication which would surely come. The 
elections of last Fall did not indicate that the 
vindication was close at hand, and it is not 
yet visible to the naked eye. We do not 
place Mr. Pace and his friends upon the 
same plane with Brapy, but only direct at- 
tention to the fact that the methods and ar- 
guments of extravagance sometimes resem- 
ble those of fraud. 

The people are unwilling to throw away 
two dollars upon little creeks and inlets 
where trade is iocal and insignificant in order 
that another dollar may be used in some 
other place for the benefit of real commerce. 
The lack of money now may cause some 
loss and delay, but losses and delays are less 
costly and less dangerous than vicious, ex- 
travagant, and unconstitutional legislation. 





MISS KANE’S REVENGE. 


The arrest and imprisonment of Miss 
Katz Kang, the Milwaukee lawyer, will 
cause unbelievers to rejoice. And the ad- 
vanced apostles of the general cause of 
women’s rights may well say despondingly 
that the day of their redemption has been 
set back many years by the feminine ruf- 
fianism of the woman lawyer of Milwaukee. 
Miss Kare, it appears, had asked that she 
be assigned to defend a prisoner in the Mu- 
nicipal Court, Judge Maxuory presiding. 
The Judge refused to make the assignment, 
whereupon the angry lady left the court to 
brood over her wrongs. The longer she 
thought about her disappointment the mad- 
der did she get. Thereis a bucolic figure of 
speech, not uncommon in Wisconsin, and 
used to describe an angry woman’s condi- 
tion—‘‘as mad as a wet hen.’’ The lady in 
this case was so damp and ruffled in her 
plumage that she resolved on a novel re- 
venge. She returned to the court-room, 
after cogitating sundry devices, and, seizing 
the customary glass of water that stood on 
the Judge’s desk, she dashed it full in his 
face. For this she was fined $50, and was 
committed to jail until the fine be paid. 

It must be admitted even by the most 
radical of ‘‘women’s rights’’ people that 
Miss Kare Kane's method of getting even 
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with the Judge was decidedly feminine. In 
fact, the attack upon the dignity of the 
judicial bench was feminine. Men often 
take a belligerent attitude when their pas- 
sions are aroused in course of an angry 
argument in court. But they invariably as- 
sault each other only. It sometimes hap- 
pens that arguments in the shape of ink- 
stands, heavy law-books, and even cuspi- 
dors, become so thick-ilying in a court-room 
that the spectators seek safety in flight 
or under desks and tables. Miss Kane 
boldly carries her assault up to the 
bench, and, with delightful illogicalness, 
dashes a glass of water in the face of the 
awful personification of Municipal Justice. 
What would have happened if Miss Katr 
had had an animated discussion with a 
brother (or sister) lawyer in court, and had 
had the worst of the argument, we can only 
imagine. 

It must be noted that Miss KANE says that 
the Judge whom she so publicly punished 
has persecuted her in various petty ways, 
his evident intention being to worry her 
out of court. Without venturing to de- 
cide how much truth there is in this 
charge, it may be remarked that the lady’s 
belief is undoubtedly sincere. And this, 
too, is thoroughly’ feminine. Woman, 
in the abstract, demands a great deal. 
Mere men are only too glad to concede 
everything reasonable to lovely woman. 
And she sometimes asks for what is unrea- 
sonable. Possibly this was true of Miss 
Kate Kane. But, of course, it would be 
useless to suggest to the angry lady that it 
was improper and illogical to punish her 
supposed enemy by an outrageous breach 
of judicial decorum. The lady (of course) 
insists that she was right, and that she would 
do it again if necessary. She could not 
challenge the Judge to fight. It would do 
no good or harm to stigmatize him outside 
of the court-room asa meanold thing. So 
she dashed a glass of water in his face, and 
then felt better. 

To the dismayed advocates of the general 
rights of women, encouragement may be 
given by reminding them that there are sev- 
eral women now practicing as lawyers, with- 
out scandal, indiscretion, or unpleasant noto- 
riety. It is unfortunate that Miss Kang 
should have let her feminine traits of char- 
acter get the better of her professional 
craftiness. Ribald and profane persons 
will quote her as an example of what 
may happen when women are gener- 
ally admitted to practice in the profes- 
sions now chiefly monopolized by men. 
They will picture the disorder that noisy 
and scoiding women will bring into courts, 
exchanges, halls of legislation, and other 
centres of activity. To these carpers and 
critics may be commended the well-known 
anecdote of Mr. Hznry Warp BeEeEcuer, 
who, with his face buried in his hands, lis- 
tened, with other pained and mortified hear- 
ers, to a long, rambling, and incoherent 
prayer from a woman in one of his vestry 
meetings. Then, as if carrying out the 
thought that was in every man’s mind, when 
the address was concluded, said, ‘‘ Never- 
theless, brethren, I am in favor of women 
speaking in meeting.”’ 


THE CONGO QUARREL. 


M. ve Brazza will have the great satis- 
faction of having set at least four countries 
by the ears. The society which sent Mr. 
STANLEY to introduce trade and civilization 
into the Congo region is virtually a Belgian 
society, and its members hold that if any 
European power is to take possession of the 
Congo basin it should be Belgium. The 
French maintain that as M. pe Brazza 
made a treaty with a native King placing a 
great part of the Congo basin under the pro- 
tectorate of France that treaty must be car- 
ried out and a new France created in the 
heart of Africa. The Portuguese claim 
that the whole of the territory about the 
mouth of the Congo belongs to Portugal, 
since it was ceded to that country by anative 
King more than three hundred years ago, 
and since Portugal has occupied parts of itand 
exercised sovereignty over the local tribes. 
Finally, England is apparently determined 
that no other nation shall seize the Congo 
valley, and though the Government has as 
yet taken no action in the matter, the past 
offenses of Portugal in connection with the 
slave trade and her bigoted adherence to 
the Roman Church have been brought for- 
ward in the House of Commons as argu- 
ments against any recognition of the Portu- 
guese claim. Meanwhile, StaNLEy is pre- 
paring to defend his possessions against D& 
Brazza, who is marching toward Stanley 
Pool at the head of an armed force, and the 
Portuguese Government has sent a gun-boat 
to the Congo coast, and has made a solemn 
protest against all attempts to interfere with 
the rights of Portugal. 

There is evidently to be at least a diplo- 
matic fight for the control of the Congo 
trade. It does not need much reflection to 
show that the nation which can obtain con- 
trol of the mouth of the river will trouble 
itself very little about the claims made by 
other nations to the upper part of the Congo. 
The Congo region is valueless except for its 
trade, and no mattér whether STANLEY or DE 
Brazza rules at Stanley Pool, trade can- 
not be carried on without the consent of the 
power:controlling the outlet of the Congo 
region. It is true that DE Brazza pro- 
fesses to have found a private road from 
Stanley Pool to the French possessions in 
the Gabon region, but as STANLEY has 
made practicable roads around the Congo 
cataracts, he has undoubtedly fixed the chan- 
nel for the Congo trade. 

So far as any one European nation has 
any legal claim to control any part of. the 
Congo valley, Portugal evidently has the best 
claim. That fact, however, will be of little 
use to her if the Congo trade should as- 
sume large dimensions, for in that case the 
interests of British merchants would speedi- 
ly compel the British Government to finda 
pretext for seizing the mouth of the river 
and for disregarding the claims of France, 
Belgium, and Portugal. There is, fortu- 
nately, little danger that the Congo quarrel 
will lead to war, for no nation has any title 
to the Congo region sufficiently clear \to 


justify an appeal to arms in its support.

When Capt. Eaps was exercising his per- 
suasive powers upon members of Congress, in be- 
haif of the bill which proposed that the United 
States should guarantee the interest upon the 
bonds out of the proceeds of which he was to build 
his Tehuantepec ‘ship railway, he frequeutiy as- 
serted that English capitalists stood ready, with 
oven nocket-pooks, to advance the millions which 


he needed, but patriotism had Jed him to give his 
own country the first chance. Congress did not 
accept his tempting offer, and now he says 
that his agents are in London getting the 
support of Englishmen. The railway, ho 
adds, will be in operation ten years before 
the completion of the Panama Canal. It is 
strange that the Captain's patriotism did not lead 
him to ask for the assistance of eapitalists in his 
own native land. They are very freely investing 
their monsy in great canal projects in Florida and 
elsewhere, and also in Mexicanrailways. Either 
the Captain's patriotism was so closely related to 
the Government guarantee that it perished with 
his bill, or he must have failed to convinee the 
capitalists of his own native land that his project 
is one in which they can safely invest.

The preparations for the vast dramatic fes- 
tivalin the town of Cincinnati have advanced so 
far that the first quarrel of the projectors of the 
scheme toiliuminate the State of Ohio with the 
light of SHaKEsPEARE and SHERIDAN KNow Les has 
already been satisfactorily ended, and the floor is 
cleared for a seeond misunderstanding. It is well 
understood that both private and publie quarrels 
are unavoidable in getting up festivals in Cjncin- 
nati. The cause of the recent trouble, as set forth 
in the dispatches to Taz Trzs yesterday morning, 
was unique. Mr. George Warp Nicnots, Presi- 
dent of the College of Music, invited the scene- 
painters of the festival to dine with him at 
his elub. The managers of the festival, hurt 
by the preference ;shown by Mr. Nicnots 
for the society of mere painters in distemper to 
that of. men with minds comprehensive enough te 
design and carry out a plan to produce ‘‘ Hamlet” 
and “The Hunchback” in a building intended sole- 
ly for the peformances of great choral and or- 
chestral works, promptly accused that ‘gentleman 
of adeep-laid scheme to start the scene-painters 
on a week's debauch and thus delay the festival. 
The scene-paintors refused to continue their work 
until this insinuation regarding the strength of 
their heads was withdrawn; consequently, a grace- 
tul apology has been made to Mr. Nicnots and his 
guests. But the incident throws some light upen 
the quality of club dinners in Cincinnati, and the 
dire effects that usually follow them. Economical 
dinner-givers in this City may take the hint and 
hereafter seek in Cincinnati brands of wine which 
will produce the most memorable results from the 
fewest dinners.

The earicaturist, Epwarp Jump, who took 
his own life in Chieago on Friday night, was appar- 
ently a ran who had within himself the means of 
securing fortune and a fair amount of fame if he 
had chosen to exert his talents in the right direc- 
tion. He was a middle-aged man and had traveled 
much, and his skill and originality with the pencil 
had been his.chief meansof support. Fifteen years 
ago his dashing signature was frequently seen in 
the illustrated journals of this City. There 
was a vim about his drawings, most of 
them bold caricatures, that made his work 
popular and oreated a demand for it. 
But he appeared to be unable to benefit by his op- 
portunities. Latterly, he had lived in many cities, 
and had, it seems, subsisted poorly. In Chicago he 
found employment mainly in making rude sketches 
for bar-room adornment, and in designing circus 
posters. The unfortunate ending of his career may 
serve asatext for the discourses of temperance 
advocates, while others may find in it merelya 
further proof of the danger to a generous but

One of the latest phases of Chinaphobia in 
California is an ex parte decision by the State Su- 
perintendent of Public Instruction to the effeet 
that the Constitution of the State excludes the 
children of Mongolian parents from the public 
schools. This dictum was brought out by an al- 
leged applica..on from an unknown correspondent 
of the above named official, who, writing from 
“Chinese Camp Post Office,” wantsto know the 
law on the subject. Superintendent Weixrer 
quotes the fundamental law as intended te diseour- 
age Chinese immigration, and draws thence the in- 
ferenee that. to admit. Chinese children to the pub- 
lic schools would encourage immigration, and, 
therefore, would be unconstitutional. Whereupon 
Mr. F. A. Bez, Consul at San Francisco for the 
Chinese-Government, ina vigorous but most un- 
diplomatic and un-Chinese letter, proeeeds to de- 
molish the unhappy Superintendent of Publio In- 
struction, leaving him not so much as a hand’s 
breadth of ground to stand upon. The argument, 
or statement, of Consul Ber, of course, is that the 
children of Chinese parents, born in this country, 
are not subjects of the Emperor of China, but of 
the Government of the United States. They are 
entitled to the protection of alllaws intended to 
protect citizens of the United States, without any 
regard to the nationality of their parents.

Her 
masculine treatment of the heavy chords and elear, 
sparkling execution of the rapid passages, com: 
bined with her intelligent interpretation of the 
work as a whole, made the performance one fully 
worthy of the spontaneous burst of applause 
which followed it. The orchestral numbers were 
pleasing and were well played. A pretty waltz, 
**Barearolle.” by Waldteufel, was given for the 
first time, and showed a tendency on the part of 
the composer to depart from conventional rhythms, 
A “Jockey Galop,” bright and joyous, by the 
director, Rudolph Aronson, was also played forthe 


first time and received a merited encore.

THE ARION SOCIETY CONCERT. 

An uncommonly interesting concert was’ 
given last night at Steinway Hall by the Arion So- 
ciety, conducted by Herr Max Bruch, with a large 
orchestra of the best musicians, and Mr. John F. 
Rhodes, violinist; Mr. Jacob Graff, toner, and Mr. 
Franz Remmertz, basso. The programme contained 
two choruses, by the conductor, both with orches- 
tral accompaniment, and his violin concerto No. 1 
opus 26, aliof which excited particular attention.

The society was fully represented and sang quite 
as well as they have ever done, particularly in the 
songs with accompaniment. Mr. John F. Rhodes, 
who grows in public estimation every time he ls 
heard, gained much well-earned applause by his 
playing of the Bruch concerto, which he delivered 
with perfect taste and expression and a beautiful 
tone in the first part, and with fire and brilliancy 
in the second movement. His other selection wag 
Vieuxtemp’s “ Fantasie Caprice.’’ The concert was 
in every respect an unequivocal success and on 
of the most enjoyable entertainments that haz 
been given in New-York this season.

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TALK OF THE IRISHMEN 


RECEIVING THOMAS BRENNAN 
AND HOLDING MEETING. 
THE EX-SECRETARY OF THE LAND LEAGUE 
~. WELCOMED—HIS VIEWS ON THE SITUA- 
TION—CONVERNTION DELEGATES. 

A reception was given to Thomas Brennan, 
ex-Secretary of the Irish National Land League, 
whe arrived in this City om Thursday in the 
steamer Valencia, from Palermo, by Mr. James 
Redpath at his residence. No. 64 West Forty-sixth- 
street, last evening, that Mr. Brennan might be 
ntroduced to the prominent Irish leaders in this 
Nity. Mr. Brennan is a tall, well-built man, 29 
years of age, with light mastacns and light curly 
air. His forehead is large and receding and his 
jheek bones are prominent. Mr. Brennan left 
London for Italy in February last, as he found that 
te was “wanted,” and afterward was shadowed 
by detectives in Paris. He has been five times in 
prison, at one time 18 months awaiting trial. He 


was imprisoned for interfering in eviction cases in 
ireland. He had been employed by the grain deal- 
irs Egan and Rourke. He intends to remain in 
is country, as Carey has testified that he was

Secretary Brennan, to which Mr. Redpath respond- 
ed ina few words. Miles O’Brien said that it was 
net speech-making that was wanted for Ireland, 
bat work. Mr. Brennan said that was his ewn 
spirit. There should be more workers 
and less credit assumed by workers, and 
stated that as had been said in this country, “‘we 
may have been alaves, but we have been the slaves 
ef rebellion,” and he hoped the rebellion of the 
fature would be final and decisive. O'Donovan 
Ressa thought teat if the same spirit which had 
deen evinced at this gathering was manifested at 
Philadelphia, the convention would bea grand suc- 
sess and resultin the future welfare of Ireland. 
rhe few words thus expressed were heard only by 
2 few, and were spoken ina conversational style, 
as Mr. Redpath had decided that there should be 
no addresses. 

Mr. Brennan, in conversation with a Tres re- 
porter, said he had come to this country as ‘* they 
were looking for him.”” He thought the prospect 
for the Irish people was good, as their spimt had 
been raised during the past few years. The dyna- 
mite arrests, as he termed them, he did not belisve 
would have any injurious effect upon the National 
movement, as no unprejadiced person would be- 
lieve that the dynamite men and the Nationalists 
were one. “Ireland,” he oontinued, “is en- 
titled to a separate existence as a Govern- 
ment, and believe it will be attained 
if only the right methods are pursued. What 
those methods are 1 do not wanttosay. The ob- 
ject of the National Land League is to obtain local 
self-government and a local Parliament, but in 
gaining this earns must needs follow the out- 
rages perpetrated by the Government. The way 
to do away with the outrages is simply to de away 
with the cause, which eause is found inthe system 
of the Government, You hear of asssassina- 
tions, but the landiords are the real as- 
eassins, when by evietion the people are 
thrown out inhumanly from their houses. 
The outrages, however, do not justify one an- 
other, and those by the peopie are not Jess atro- 
cious than those by the Goverrament. Why, the 
day that Burke and Cavendish were assassinated— 
and that was a terrible deed—the police in Ballina, 
County Mayo, shot two children, beth about 10 
years old. because they followed a band of mu- 
sicians who were celebrating the release of Michael 
Davitt, and in the same county a young woman was 
afterward picked up on the point of a bayonet be- 
cause when a crowd at an eviction was ordered 
to disperse she tripped and fell, and that was the 
way they assisted her up. You hear a great deal 
ebout the murders of landlords, but little con- 
cerning the murders of the people, which by far 
are in the excess.”" In regard tothe use of dyna- 
mite, Mr. Brennan did not believe in it, but said, 
however, that he would be no party to denounce 
it. The leaders of that party. he thought, were 
earnest in their convictions for the good of Ireland, 
bat the Constitutionalists or Nationalists were just 
@s earnest, and they thought their plan 
was the best. He was asked if he thought 
the Irish people able to govern themselves. 
“Take our representatives sent to the House of 
Commons,” he replied; “have they not shown suf- 
ficient ability and shewn themselves equal to those 
they had found there? Give Ireland the chance, 
and you will see that she can govern herself.”"" Mr. 
Brennan thonght that the policy at present should 
be te gain such concessions as possible from the 
English Government, as then Ireland would be in 
& position for demanding more concessions. Ire- 
land should gain what she could, but it was not ne- 
cessary that she should remain satisfied with such 
concessions; it was her duty steadily to advance 
puward with the ideal of perfect freedom in view. 

A notice was published in a daily newspaper on 
Saturday morning calling a meeting of the Irish 
Revolutionary Brotherhood at Academy Hall, 
Third-avenue, near Twenty-third-street.

A SOCIALIST EDITOR MISSING. 


FEARS THAT PHILIP VAN PATTEN HAS COM- 
MITTED SUICIDE. 

Friends of Philip Van Patten, a well known 
Socialist and labor agitator, called at Police Head- 
quarters last night and informed Inspector Dilks 
that he was missing and they feared that he had 
committed suicide. Van Patten was a recognized 
leader among the Socialistic labor organizationsiof 


this City and was the prospective editor of the 
Voice, a journal published in this City in 
the interest of the laboring classes aad 
the advanced Socialists. He had been{disappoint- 
ed in obtaining funds to establish a daily 
edition of the paper, and in consequence had 
become despondent and dejected. For  sev- 
eral months he had occupied a furnished 
room in the house of Mrs. West- 
hoff, No. 78 Second-avyenue. One day last 
week he paeked up all his books and pavers and 
sent them away by express. Their destination 
was unknown. Since that time he has not 
been seen about his usual haunts, and his 
friends failed to meet him. On Saturday 
Mrs. Westhoff received a letter from Van Patten, 
mailed in this City, in which he expressed the in- 
tention of committing suicide by taking poison. 
In this letter he wrote that he was tired of giving 
hia labor for the cause of Socialism and allowing 
others to reap the benefit of his work. He was 
disappointed in the result of his labors, and had 
no desire to live. His books and papers, he wrote, 
had been destroyed, and he desired that all letters 
that came for him should be sent to Mr. Emreich, 
an intimate friend. Mrs. Westhoff informed 
Van Patten’s friends of the receipt of this letter, 
and as they could not find the missing Socialist 
they went to the police. Van Patten is a native of 
the United States, of Dutch parentage. He was 
the promoter of the ball given reeently by the 
labor organizations at the Madison-Square Garden, 
from whieh they expected $5,000, to be used for 
establishing the Voice. The ball proved a com- 
plete failure, and the promoters attributed the Lad 
success which attended the affair to the interfer- 
ence of the police. who would not permit beer 
er wine to be sold in the building during 
the festivities, as the organizers had failed to pro- 
eure an excise license. Van Patten took this fail- 
ure greatly to heart. He was also much affected 
by an attack upon him made bya Chicago labor 
journal in an article in which he was 
denounced as a politician and demagogue. This 
article was republished in one of the German labor 
organs in this City, and greatly affectea his stand- 
ing among his followers.

DELAY IN PAYING TEACHERS. 

Much complaint has been made by the public 
school teachers of late that they had not received 
their salaries promptly, and that the salaries for 
March were not paid until Friday and Saturday 
of last week. The pay-rolls of the various wards 


are generally sent in to the Controller's office 
by the 7th or 8th of the month, and it 
has been the purpose of the Controller that 
they should be duly audited and the checks made 
out in order that the teachers should receive their 
money by the 15th of the month. Controller 
Campbell said yesterday that the delay during the 
present month in the giving out of the money was 
owing to an increased amount of business in his 
department, and the fact that the clerks had been 
interrupted in their work. One whole day was lost 
at the time of the funeral of Peter Cooper, and 
there had been other unavoidable delays. Conrtrel- 
ler Campbell said that he especially regretted that 
the teachers had been deprived of their salaries so 
long, and did not intend it should happen again 
during his term of office. It had been distinctly 
understood by the olerks that the teachers’ cheeks 
should be made out as soon as the pay-rolls came, 
and he had expected that the matter would have 
been attended to before. As result, a number of 
teachers had complained to him ir his Office. He 
had given special orders that hereafter the teach- 
ers’ salaries should be paid by the 15th of each 
month, even if the clerks were compelled to work 
during extra hours,

FLOODS IN THE NORTH-WEST. 

WinnipPrG, April 22.—The Red River has 
risen 18 feet and is still rising. The water is up to 
the middle span of the Louise bridge. Shonid the 
ice not break up soon dynamite will be used to 
break the jam. At Grand Forks, Dakota Ter- 
ritory, the river is rising slowly, though 
it is not yet over its banks, but the heavy rains 
have swollen the smal! streams emptying into the 
river, and it is expected that the low lands 
will be submerged.

SALE OF THE RAILROAD LINES AND 8STEAN- 
SHIPS OF THE MORGAN COMPANY TO THE 
SOUTHERN DEVELOPMENT COMPANY. 

The capital stock of the Morgan Steam-ship 

Company has been bought by the Southern Devel- 

opment Company, and the railroads and steam- 

boats of the former company will hereafter form 

a part of the Southern Pacific Railroad system. 

The President of the purchasing company, which 

owns a large amount of property in the South-west 

and is interested in the Southern Pacific Railroad, 
is T. C. Douty, of San Francisco. The heaviest 
stockholders are ex-Goy. Leland Stanford, Presi- 
dent; C. P. Huntington, First Vice-President, and 

Charles Crocker, Second Vice-President of, the 

Central Pacific Railroad; Mrs. Mark Hopkins, and 

Themas W. Pierce, of Boston. Mr. Crocker is 

President of and Mr. Huntington a stockholder in 

the Southern Pacific Road. The capital stock of 

the Morgan Steam-ship Company was $5,000,000. 

The company owned 17 steamers, plying be- 

tween New-York* and New-Orleans and be- 

tween various Gulf ports, and 249 miles of 
railroad in Louisiana, known as ' Morgan’s 


Louisiana and Texas Railroad. The Louisi- 
ana and Texas Road includes the main line from 
New-Orleans to Vermillionville, 144 miles: a branch 
from Vermillionville to Alexagdria, 84 miles; one 
from Terre Bonne to Houma, 15 miles, and one 
from Terre Bonne to Thibodaux, 8 miles. In addi- 
tion-to this the company controlled the Housten 
and Texas Central Railroad, whieh includes a main 
line from Housto: to Red River City, Texas, 345 
miles; a brane: from Hempstead to Austin, 
118 miles, and one from Bremond to 
Ross, Texas, 58 miles; total, 521 miles; 
also the Texas Central Road from Ross to Albany, 
177 miles, and the Gulf, Western Texas and Pacific 
from Indianola to Cuero, Texas, 66 miles. ‘“‘The 
purchase of the Morgan system of roads gives the 
Southern Pacific a line from New-Orleans to San 
Franeisco,” said Mr. C. P. Huntington yesterday. 
“It rounds out our Southern Pacific line. The 
steam-ship basiness is only incidental to the rail- 
road system.”’ The Morgan Company owned valu- 
able property at New-Orleans, and at Gretna and 
Algiers on the opposite side of the river. The pur- 
chase of the system was made about two months 
ago, subject to investigation of titles. This prov- 
ing “satisfactory the first installment of the pur- 
chase money was paid last Friday by Mr. Hunting- 
ton, who gave a check for $2,700,000. 


NOTES OF VARIOUS INTERESTS. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, April 22.—The inventory 
of the New-York, Pennsylvania and Ohio Road, 
preparatory to its being turned over to the Erie, 
goes steadily on. To-morrow General Manager 
Ferris and General Master Mechanic Fuller will 
meet F, M. Wilder, Superintendent of Motive 
Power of the Erie, at Salamanca, from whence 
they will come West, dropping off squads of clerks 


here and there to check up inventories taken. 
Heads of the other departments during the week 
will meet heads of like departments of the Erio 
for the same purpose. The Erie management has 
not yet made known its policy, and al! New-York, 
Pennsylvania and Ohio employes are more or less 
uneasy, as they expect in a great many eases to be 
superseded by men chozen by the Erie. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 22.—It is officially an- 
nounced that the property of the Fairmount Coal 
and Iron Company, consisting of 4,900 aeres of 
mineral rights at Fairmount, on the Low Grade 
Division of the Allegheny Valley Railroad, has 
been purchased by a syndicate whose interests are 
identified with the Buffalo, New-York ana Phila- 
delphia Railroad Company. Itis also stated that 
the Buffalo, New-York and Philadelphia Com- 
pany will not build the Tionesta and 
Clarion Railroad nor _ its extension from 
Union to Erie. both of which were recently pro- 
posed, as satisfactory transportation arrangements 
will be made withthe Allegheny Valley and Phila- 
delphia and Erie eompanies. It is understood that 
the same syndicate will extend the line of railroad 
from Clermont to valuable coal lands in Elk and 
Jefferson Counties, which have been placed at its 
disposal. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 22.—The gross re- 
ceipts of the Philadelphia and Reading Railroad 
Company for March were $1,669,240 91. The ex- 
penses for the month were $978,497 64, leaving net 
earnings of $690,742 27,a gain, as compared with 
the same month last year, of $90,303 55. The 
gross earnings of the Coal & Iron Company 
were $1,160,483 12, and the expenses $1,148,724 59, 
making the net earnings of both companies 
for the month, $702,501 80, an increase of $47,053 17 
as compared with the corresponding month last 
year. The profitof both companies for the first

FREDDIE GEBHARD ANGRY. 


HE I8 PREVENTED FROM ASSAILING A BAL- 
TIMORE NEWSPAPER MAN. 

Bautrmore, April 22.—When Mrs. Langtry 
came to this city from Washington on Thursday 
evening Freddie Gebhard was here to meet her. 
He had come on the train before her with six 
trunks, and had taken rooms as near to her’s as he 
could get them at the St. James Hotel, in the fash- 
jonable part of the city, and under the very 
shadow of the pivot around which swell- 
dom revolves, the Washington monument. He 
is well known among club men here, having 


been a frequent visitor to the Pimlico races and 
took this opportunity to renew his acquaintance. 
At the same time his attentions to the Jersey | 
were very marked. He ate with her, drank wit 
her, rode with her. and walked with her. He was 
at every performance at the Academy, made him- 
self as conspicuous as possible, and became as pub- 
lie a feature of the Langtry engagement as the 
Lily herself. On Friday morning the American 
published a detailed account of Gebhart’s behavior 
at the theatre the evening before. which was not 
very complimentary to him. This made him 
very angry, and he made several threats that 
he would treat the writer of it as he 
treated Major Cunningham in St. Louis. 
The American poked fun at him for this 
threat, and tola him that it was pretty generally 
believed here that it was not Gebhard who treated 
Cunningham roughly in St. Leuis, but Cunningham 
who treated Gebhard in a somewhat contemptuous 
manner. Matters culminated Saturday night dur- 
ing the Langtry performance at the Academy of 
Music. Gebhard had singled ont John 8. Shriver, 
one of the staff of the American, as the probable 
author of tbe articles, and had resolved to have an 
unfriendly meeting with him. Shiver is a small 
man, about one-half Gebhard’s size. Geb- 
hard had been drinking heavily. After the 
fourth act of “As You Like It,” last night, 
Shriver staried to leave the theatre, and as he was 
going out met the Deputy Marshal of Police of the 
city, Jacob Frey, and Detective Pontier. They 
went out to the pavement together, and there met 
Gebhard, who had two friends with him. Geb- 
bard stepped up to Shriver and demanded bis rea- 
sons for writing the articles that had Specsted in 
the Amvrican. Shriver. when Gebhard began to 
speak, turned his back upon him, and the Deputy 
Marshal stepped forward and gently touching him 
said: “Please move on; you are disturbing this 
gentleman. He has not addressed you.” Geb- 
hard fell at once into a raze. 

“Take your hands off me; take ’em off. What 
right have you to toueh me? Do you know who I 
amy If you don’t take your hands off I'll hit you.” 

**Will you move on?” sternly asked the Marshal. 

“Do you know who I am?” asked Freddie. “I'll 
have you arrested. How dare you touch me?” 

‘Sir, you came here and are trying to makea 
quarrel with a gentleman who has refused to notice 
you. Will you leave, or shall I take you to the sta-

COL. JOHN C, HAYES. E 

A dispatch from San Francisco announces 
the death of Col. “Jack” Hayes, well known asa 
gallant fighter in the Mexican war, and in later 
years as a conspicuous figure inthe early history 
of California. Col. Hayes commanded a company 
of Texan Rifle Rangers during the war of the 
Lone Star Republic for independence, and he 
seryed (with his mounted rifle-shooters) as an 
auxiliary in the American forces during the war 
which was subsequently carried into Mexico. 
“Texas Jack,” ashe was called, was as remark- 
able for his modesty and amiable qualities as for 
the dauntiess bravery which rendered him the 
terror of the Rio Grande frontier and made 


many 2 Mexican tremble. His reputation was 
so great, indeed, among the Mexicans that 
they stood in constant dread of his hardy 
band of soldiers. It was said of the Texas Ran- 
gers that they could live on Jess and go further 
than any men alive, not excepting the Indians. He 
Was ence captured and taken to Castle Perote, 
neat Monterey, whence he escaped by digging 
through the walls, and made his way back to the 
American lines. Innumerab!e stories of his cour- 
age, audacity, and skill are told, and a paper-cov- 
ered edition of his biography preceded 
the absorbing ‘“‘dime novel’ of later days. 
He went to California as soon as the Mex- 
ican war was over, and was an independent 
candidate for Sheriff of San Franciseo at the firat 
county election held there, April, 1850. John W. 
Geary, who was subsequently Governor of Penn- 
sylvania, was the First Alcalde of San Francisco, 
and David C. Broderich, afterward United States 
Senator, had just been elected State Senator. The 
election that resulted in the choice of the Texas 
Ranger was long remembered as one of the most 
exciting and spirited ever known in the country. 
There were three candidates in the field. Whig, 
Democratic, and Independent. There were pro- 
cessions, open-air meetings, torch-light shows, and 
other great disviays. During the height of the 
Independent, or Hayes, boom, the renowned 
Rifle Ranger suddenly appeared, in full fig, but 
bareheaded, and mounted on a fiery’ black 
charger. Darting into the midst of the excited 
crowd, he exhibited sundry splendid and won- 
derful feats of horsemanship. restraining bis 
noble steed, but prancing wildly about while 
trumpets blared and eannon thundered. This 
characteristic stroke turned the scale. Hayes 
was elected by a vast majority. During the 
troublous times that followed Hayes, as Sheriff, 
was Intrusted with the duty of attempting to dis- 
perse the Vigilance Committee, whw had already 
hanged several notorious thieves and ruffians. He 
was unequal to the task, and he came in fora fair 
share of the odium incurred by the “Law and Or- 
der Party.” During the latter portion of his life 
Col. Hayes mixed very littie in public affairs. In 
the enjoyment of a small income, he passed his last 
years comfortably and quietly in Oakland, where 
his death took place Saturday, April 21.

CAPT. BUSHROD B. TAYLOR. 

Capt. Bushrod B. Taylor, of the United 
States Navy,in command of the receiving ship 
Franklin, died in Washington on Saturday night of 
conjestion of the liver. Capt. Taylor wasanative 
of Indiana. He entered the service as a midship- 
man, April 3, 1849, having been appointed from his 
native State. On his appointment he was ordered 
to the sloop John Adams, then fitting at Bos- 
ton forathe Brazil and African station. 
In August, 1854, he was detached from 
the St. Lawrence, of the Pacific station, at Payta, 
Peru, and ordered to the United States for a course 
at the Naval Academy. He was promoted to 
passed midshipman June 9, 1855, and detached 
from the Academy, and on September 16, of the 
same year, he was promoted to masterand ordered 
to the St. Louis, fitting at Philadelphia for the 
African station. He was commissioned Lieutenant 
July 31, 1856. From Oct. 12, 1860, to May 7, 1861, he 
was on duty at the Academy, and on the latter 
date was ordered to the Colorado, fitting at 
Boston for flag-ship of the Gulf squadron. 
In October, 1861, he was ordered to the Connecti- 
eut on supply and dispatch duty, and on May 17, 
1862, was transferred to the Cimmarron for duty 
in James River and the South Atlantic squadron. 
He was commissioned Lieutenant-Commander 
July 16, 1862, and on Nov. 17, 1863, was transferred 
from the Ticonderoga, the flag-ship of the West 
India squadron, to the command of the Kanawha, 
of the West Gulf squadron. His commis- 
sion as Commander was dated March 14, 1868. 
After serving several years in the Asiatic squadron 
he was transferred to home daty at the Philadel- 
phia Navy-yard, and in 1875 was made a member 
of the Board of Inspection. In October, 1879, he 
was commissioned Captain. He returned from his 
last cruise in June, 1881. His total term of service 
was 34 years. At the time of his death he was 
about to be retired on his own application.

THE LOVER OF LIZZI£ FOX ACCUSED @F FOR- 
GERY AND FRAUD. 

Detective Sergeant Owen Holly last even- 
ing arrested Henry Mylius, alias Henry Miller, the 
man through love of whom Lizzie Fox eommitted 
suicide, in Philadelphia, on April15. Thecomplaint 
against him was made by Michael Dunn, the man- 
ager of the House of Industry, a home for ex-con- 
victs, at Houston and Mulberry streets, who charges 


him with forgery and false pretenses. Mylius 
is a Russian, 40 years of age, and the 
police say that he has spent 14 years and 
6 months in prison for burglary, grand 
lareeny, and forgery. He is a painter by oc- 
cupation, and Dunn characterizes him as an un- 
mitigated fraud and impostor. On Aug. 8 he went 
to the House of Industry and claimed to have 
been been converted from his evil ways. On Aug. 
16 he claimed to have been fully converted, yet 
tive days later he was arrested for stealing a watch 
from a Broadway store and sent to the penitentiary. 
It was while he was at the House of Industry that 
he first met Lizzie Fox, 2 respectable young 
woman, who at that time lived on Varick-street. 
She became infatuated with bim, and after he was 
sent to the penitentiary she went to Philadelphia, 
where she subsequently committed suicide. She 
bequeathed several hundred dollars to him. When 
he was discharged from the penitentiary he re- 
turned to the House of Industry and pretended to 
be penitent. He obtained work in a paint shop oa 
East One Hundred and Twenty-seventh-street, and 
boarded at Third-avenue and One Hundred and 
Twenty-niath-street. Dunn has since learned that 
he forgea his signature to a letter writ- 
ten to John C. Taylor, Secretary of the 
Prisoners’ Aid Association, of Hartford, asking for 
a donation for the Home, and it is charged that he 
obtained merchandise from F. Schernikow & Co., 
hardware-dealers, at No. 329 Bowery, on a forged 
order ee to haye been signed by Dunn. 
Ke is also charged with baving swindied W. Bach- 
meyer & Co. out of $30, and with obtaining a watch 
from Mittag Schmitt, a room-mate at bis boarding- 
place, by false pretenses. He also figured eon- 
spicuous!y as a member of the Salvation Army. 
Mylius was locked up at Pollee Head-quarters, and 
will be arraigned at court to-day.

THE NEW-ZEALAND MAILS 


YHE ADVANTAGE OFAN EX- 
CHANGE OF COURTESIES. 
MR. ROBERT J. CREIGHTON’S PRESENTATION 
OF AN OFFER FROM NEW-ZEALAND .AU- 
THORITIEZES FOR CARRYING THE MAILS. 


Mr. Robert J. Creighton, of San Francisco, 
a pleasant-faced and energetic man abont 45 years 
of age, has come East specially eommissioned by 
the Government of New-Zealand to endeavor to 
make amore satisfactory arrangement than now 
exists for a postal service between that country 
and the United States. Mr, Creighton is now in 
this City and expects to start for Washington ina 
fay ortwo. He is an Irishman by birth, and after 
receiving a thorough journalistic education in 
Great Britain he went to New-Zealand in 1860, aud 
toon became the proprietor and editor of a news- 
paper there. He lived in New-Zealand until his re- 
moval to San Francisco, about six years ago, and 
was prominent in politics as well as in journalism. 
For several years he wasa member of the New- 
Zealand General Assembly, and was Provincial 
Secretary in Auckland during an important period. 


He is the editor of the Zvening News in San Fran- 
cisco, and since his residence in this country he bas 
been the authorized agent of the New-Zealand 
Government. When asked yesterday by a Times 
teporter what he expected to accomplish in his 


present mission, he said: 
“T hope to obtain from the United States Govern- 
ment a guarantee that the land transportation 

upon our mail will be abolished hereafter 
in consideration of the free transportation by sea 
of the Ameriean mail. This accomplished, I shall 
telegraph the result to the New-Zealand Govern- 
ment, and the service will be continued by that 
country alone should New South Wales not_be- 
come a party to the centract with the Paeific Mail 
. Jamin a position to give a guarantee 
to that effect.” 

“What postal contract is now in force with 
New-Zealand . : 

“In Nevember, 1875, the Governments of New- 
Zealand and New South Wales contracted with 
the Pacific Mail Cempany to their English 
mail between San cisco and Sydney for a 
term of eight years. The contract expires next 
November, and lam commissioned by the New- 
Zealand Government to arrange for its ocontinu- 
ance. There are di‘ficulties, however, in the way, 
but I do not think they are insurmo2ntable.” 

~* What are those difficuities ?”’ 

“In order to answer that question, I must give 
youa brief history of the postal relations of the 
Australian colonies to the United States, because 
put of those have grown very important commer- 
tial results. About 12 years ago New-Zealand 
sstablished a direct mail service with Great Britain 
by way of San Francisco, upon the collapse of the 
Panama tal service, which it had previously 
jubsidized, The boats were small and the service 
ansatisfactory, and tke ofier of Mr. Webb, a New- 
York ship-owner, was aceepted, and a contract 
entered into with him to convey the mail monthly 
each way between Sydney, Auckland, and San 
Franciseo. The Webb service broke down utterly. 
The vessels were ola side-wheelers, and — 
sometimes stopped short of the throug 
voyage at Honolulu. New South Wales was 
& partner with New-Zealand in this ser- 
vice. and, netwithstanding its unsatisfactory 
termination, so anxious were these British 
solenies to cultivate commercial relations with the 
United States that they entered into another con- 
tract with American citizens who were associated 
with a Mr. Hezekiah Hall, the United States Con- 
sul at Sydney. This almost immediately eol- 
lapsed. In neither case were the contracting colo- 
nies ableto enforce the penalties for breaeh of 
eontract. The existing contract with the Pacifie 
Mail Company was next made, and it has 
been performed with exceptional punctuality. 
The colonies named pay an annual subsicy 
to the Pacific Mail of $392,500. The voyage 
between the termimal points of San Frah- 
cisco and Sydney is 7,230 miles, and it 
fs performed in 28 days’ schedule time, but 
it has been accomplished much quicker. For the 

five boats were employed, the contract 

for a forked service from Fiji to Sydney 

and Auekiand and a coastal voyage round New- 
Zealand. The subsidy for this serviee was $449,750. 
Atthe request of the steam-ship company it was 
modified to the existing one, which gives 13 reund 
trips a year with four boats. The intermediate 
ports of call are Honolulu and Auekland, which is 
the receiving port of New-Zealand. When this 
sontract was made the United States Government 
pniy made a nominal charge for conveying the in- 
siosed British and Australian mail across the con- 
tinent, but in 1876, after the colonies were bound, 
Mr. Tyner, then Fostmaster-General, conceived the 
idea or mee py beige upon this transportation 
and preferred a vy claim for ‘arrearages to the 
British Post Office, This claim was recognized by 
the English Postal Department, and Sir Edward 
Thornton negotiated a contract on behalf of his 
Government with Mr. Tyner for the payment of 


transportation upon the inclosed mail to 
and from the colonies: carried 


by colontally subsi- 
steamers, amounting round numbers to 
between $90,000 and $100,000a year, which ti- 
saliy increased the subsidies to $472,500. This was 
sertainly not the way to encourage foreign com- 
merce. Here was trade brought to American ports 
and distributed throughout the American centres 
of manufacture without any effort on the part of 
Americans, end forthwith it is embargoed by the 
Government. I do not deny that a eer- 
viee was performed for which there should be a 
sonsideration, but Ido say that the contracting 
eolonies gave far more than an equivalent of rail- 
road transportation to the United States. It car- 
ried all the correspondence and printed matter 
originating in this country to Honolulu, the Austra- 
lian coionies, Fiji, Samoa, and the French posses- 
sions in the South Pacific without any charge to 
the United States.” 

“ What is the extentfof the American corresponda- 
ence with the Australian colonies ?" 

“ Figures supplied me by the San Franciseo Post 
Office show that during the last three months of 
1882 47.584 letters and 124,752 newspapers, periedi- 
vals, and cireulars, originating in America for Aus- 
tralia, New-Zealand, avd Hawaii, were carried by 
the Australian mail steamers. But the mere quan- 
tity of mail matter is not all that there is to be 

. I believe that the Hawalian trade has 
been wholly developed by the Australian sub- 
sidized steamers, and that the reciprocity treaty 
would have been of comparatively little 
value witnout the cheap freight and the 
certain and rapid postal communications 
provided by these vessels, This postal 
Service has created a new and growing market for 
Ameriean products. The growth of our trade with 
Australia since the beginning of the Pacific Mail 
service has been remarkabie, showing an increase 
from $2,709,313 to $17,411,356, including specie im- 
ports. in 11 years. Should the mail service not be 
reve 2 t postal communication would pe 
cat off, and, instead of sending eorrespondence 
every four weeks at the expense of the colonies, 
it would travel by way of Europe and the Red 
Sea, involving 2 four months’ course of post. This, 
I think, would be fatal to Australian trade with 
Ameriea, besides shutting off Australian travel 
from America.” 

In conelusion. Mr. Creighton said that New South 
Wales derived no advantage from the Pacific mail 
service asa postal route. It saved two days by 
sending its correspondence by way of Sue, and 
Brandisi, and now that arailroad had been “built 
between Melbourne and Sydney a further savin 
in time was expected. New South Wales refuse 
to subsidize the Pacific mail service as a postal 
line, but might pay a small subsidy for its eommer- 
tial advantages. New-Zealand would therefore 
pe compelled to pay the bulk of the subsidy, and, 
althouch perfectly ready to continue the service, 
it would not do so if the United States Government 
somtinued to charge for land transportation. It 
was willing to carry the Ameriean mail free, as at 

t, on condition thet the United States gave 
overland transportation for its inclosed mails,

A TRUSTED BOOK-KEEPER GONE. 


DISAPPEARANCE OF $1,200 AND AN EM- 
PLOYE OF LANG, ROBINSON & CO, 

Mr. Peter Lang, the senior member of the 
firm of Lang, Robinson & Co., flour merchants, at 
Nos, 2and3 South-street, with Messra. Henry J. 
Robinson and Charles W. Lang, the other members 
of the firm, were in consultation yesterday with 
Inspector Byrnes and several of his detectives in 
relation to the flight of W. H. Sinelair. the book- 
keeper, and S. B. Halliday, a salesman in the em- 
ploy of the firm. Sinclair iskmown to have car- 
ried away with him $1,200 in eash belonging to his 
employers. FKrem the information given to the 
police it appears that Halliday, who eame origin- 
ally from Cleveland, Obio, had been employed by 
the firm for about two years, and was well thought 


of by his employers. In the Spring of 1882 the post 
of book-xeeperin the office of the firm became 
vacant, and, on the strong recommendation 
of Halliday, Sinclair was given the position. 
The two men were great friends and _ oc- 
eupied furnished reoms at the  boarding- 
house of Mrs. Smithson, No. 9 West Forty-fifth- 
street. They took their meals at neighboring 
hotels. They were both unmarried and appeared 
to have no bad associates or bad habits, and the 
firm had the utmost confidence tn their integrity 
and honesty. Last Wednesday Mr. Charlies W. 
Lang, who was the business manager of the con- 
cern, directed Sinclair to close up his books and 
prepare a balance-sheet, and to have the same 
ready by May 1, in such ashape that it couid be 
sworn to beforea notary public. Mr. Lang toid 
him that if he was unabie to do this alone help 
would be furnished him, but It was necessary to 
have a full balance-sheet ready by the date stated. 
Sinclair said that he would be able to do this work 
alone. His employers noticed that Sinclair seemed 
somewhat worried after receiving these orders, 
and they supposed that this was due to the fact 
that he had more of a job than he could attend to, 
yet he declined help. He was, however, constant 
in attending to his duties, and his employers did 
not for a moment suspect that there was anything 
wrong with him. 

Sinclair was in the office attending to his duties 
as usual on Saturday. At 12:30 o’cloek in the after- 
noon he made up the deposits for the bank, con- 
sisting of between $7,000 and $8,000 in checks, 
$1,200 in eurrency, and between $700 and $800 in 
silver coin. He said that he would go round to the 
Maxhattan Bank, in Wall-street, make the deposits, 
and then gotolunch. He went out, but failed te 
return, and since that time his employers have not 
seen him. When his leng absence eaused remark 
a messenger was sent to the bank, and it was there 
ascertained that Sinclair had deposited the checks 
and silver coin, but not the $1,200 in ourrency. 
This, of course, aroused the suspicions of the firm, 
and the members became alarmed when they found 
that sinclair had taken the keys of the safe 
with him. There was between $5,000 and 

000 in eash in the safe which was needed 

or paying claims on Monday, and it was 
feared that he nad taken this money aiso. 
The safe was opened, but its contents were found 
intact. Search was then instituted for Sinclair 
and his intimate friend, Halliday, who had not 
been at the warehouse during Saturday, although 
his absenee did not excite remark, as it was not 
unusual for him to be absent en Saturdays. 
At the house where they had occupied rooms 
it was found that they bad gone away on 
Wednesday, saying that they were about te 
leave the City. They had taken away all their 
roperty in a hack. They wera traced to the 
ossmore Hotel, where they had taken rooms 
on Wednesday night. On Saturday morning 
Sinclair left the hotel between 7 and 8 o’clock 
and went dewn town to business as usual. At 
about noen Halliday went away, paying the bills of 
both and taking away all their baggage. In search- 
ing fer the fugitives, Mr. Lang says that he ascer- 
tained, greatly to his surprise, that the men had 
lived in very extravagant style at the Ross- 
more and other hotels, and had indulged in 
wine suppers and other expensive luxuries 
beyond weir means. Inspector Byrnes was in- 
formed yesterday of the disappearance of the two 
employes of the firm, and several of the Detective 
Sergeants were ergaged in a seareh for them. 
Telegrams were sent te the police authorities of 
Cleveland and other Western cities where it is sup- 
posed the fugitives may have taken refuge, and 
the arrest of Sinclair has been ordered. It is feared 
that the two men may have taken passage on one 
of the five or six steamers which left this port yes- 
terday for Europe. Mest of them left in the after- 
noon in time to have included Sinc'air and Halli- 
day among their passengers. Mr. Peter Lang said 
yesterday that he feared that the firm had been 
made the victim of a long series of thefts by Sin- 
clair, and may have lost theusands of dollars by 
his peculations. This, however, could not 
be determined untii a thorough examination 
of the books of the firm had been made. He had 
nothing to say against Halliday, but he believed 
that he was the companion of Sinolair in his flight. 
Both the men were skillful im their different posi- 
tions, and the firm had always reposed the utmost 
confidence in their henesty. They have respect- 
able connections in Cleveland, and came well re- 
commended to the firm. The detectives were busy 
all day yesterday following up clues which they 
had discovered, but up to a late hour last night 
had failed to diseover the fugitives.

BROOKLYN 710 HAVE A SHOW. 


BARNUM ENCAMPED AND HIS SHOW SAFELY 
ACKOSS THE RIVER. 


Brooklyn, for a space bounded by Tomp- 
kins, Fulton, and Albany avenues and McDonougch- 
street, was transformed yesterday from a grassy 
series of squares, sacred to goats, rubbish, and 
small boys, toa vast field of white circus tents, 
which brought part of the juvenile population of 
the city out in the rain to admire and wonder. 
Small boys who were well dressed and had msaai- 
festly run away from Sabbath-sehool and small 
boys in rags and tatters competed for permission 
to carry water, boxes, blankets, or anything else 


which would admit them under the canvas. Others 
wandered slyly around the great tents and oeca- 
sionally ventured te lift the edge and peer under- 
neath, starting back and fleeing as if they had com- 
mitted a capital crime if caught in the act. The 
older natives of Brooklyn also came forth to see 
the tents of the famous Barnum, Bailey & Hutchin- 
son and gazed upon the eight acres of canvas from 
under their umbrellas with awe and admiration. 
In the first tent lordiy Jumbo occupied apartments 
limited only by the length of his chain. His favor- 
ite, Gypsy, was tethered next him, and they threw 
mud ateach etherto pass away the time. The 
baby elephant slumbered on a pile of hay between 
them, with which his fond mama had almost cev- 
ered her thick-skinned darling from sight. A herd 
of camels and giraffes placidly chewed their re- 
spective cuds in reclining positions about the tent, 
which was further taken up by gorgeous menagerie 
wagons which companies of circus employes were 
rapidly wheeliog into their proper positions. 
The second tent was also given up to the 
menagerie, and the 50 bi and little ele- 
phants of the herd oecupied central positions 
up and down the middle of the tent. They were 
in great good humor, and frolicked among them- 
selves with clumsy playfulness. Occasionallysome 
humorous young pachyderm would reach around 
several others and twist tho tail of another crave 
and fatherly elephant, and then apply himself to 
the consumption of hay with more than natural 
innocence, and the elephant who stood next tothe 
outraged beast would get thumped in consequence, 
while the culprit’s eyes twinkled with self-appreci- 
ation. Some of the small elephants steod on their 
heads at intervals, and most of them dugup mud 
and threw it on thelr own backs to get 
even with their keepers. The Shetland po- 
nies were also astabled in this tent, and 
the cross little brutes kept up a perpetual 

uarreling among themselves, and kicked as if 
they drew salaries. The third tent is for the audi- 
ence, and, like many other features of Barnum, 
Bailey, & Hutchinson’s show, it is the largest in the 
world. It measures 4665 feet in length and 300 feet 
in breadth, and will seat 20,000 people, more than 
Madison-Square Garden. In it are the two rings 
and the stage, the same as at the performances in 
New-York, and all the performance which has 
been given here for the last month will be present- 
ed in Brooklyn all through this week, with some ad- 
ditional attractions, Besides theae three tents there 
are @ score of others spread over the grounds for 
dressing-rooms, stables, and similar purpeses. 
The first performance will be given this afternoon, 
and will be eontinued every afternoon and even- 
ing of the week.

HR. BEECHER ON GENEROSITY. 

‘ Henry Ward Beecher talked to a large con- 
gregation yesterday morning, in Plymouth Church, 
about generosity, which was, he said, the very 
nature of God, who delighted in pouring out joy 
for mankind. To a relatively slight degree man 


had the same constitution. The man who did not 
admire fortitude, unselfishness, and disinterested 
patriotism was dead. Hehadnolifeinhim. Toa 
eertain extent this admiration of unselfish quali- 
ties was due to advaneiag civilization. Mr. Beech- 
er argued that men living under God’s generosity 
should requite Him generously, or, at any rate, 
they should strive todo so with an equivalent 
generosity. Menought not te insure theirsouls on 
the same principle that they insured their heuses 
and ships. Fear was an unworthy motive, although 
possibly it was better than no motive. Men ought 
to love God because He loved them. They should 
not be religious through fear. When one’s re- 
ligion was wrought in the loom of fear, Mr. 
Beecher doubted very much the quality of the 
fabric. When one was relizious through fear of 
hell and heilish remuneration he was apt to carry 
a good deal of hell about with him. Mr. Beecher 
urged his hearers to pursue a religious life from 
unselfish motives only, and said that growth in re- 
ligion ought always to be growth toward one’s

MEETING VIOLENT DEATHS 


A DISPUTE ENDING:1N A BRUTAL 
MURDER. 
A QUARREL ABOUT A JIG-DANCER AND ONE 
OF THE PARTICIPANTS 8HOT AND BEATEN 
BY TWO BROTHERS. 

Peter Katel, a coach-driver, 24 years of age, 
of No. 211 East Seventy-fourth-street, died yester- 
day in the Presbyterian Hospital fron the effects 
of a pistol-shot wound and other injuries received 
at the hands of Francis J. and James J. Martin 
during a fight at Seventy-fifth-street and Third-ave- 
nue. The quarrel grew out of a dispute in rela- 
tion to the qualifications of Paddy Nugent, a clog- 
dancer at Geogbegan's resort in the Bowery. Be- 
tween 12and 1 o'elock yesterday morning Francis 
and James Martin, who are brothers, 21 and 19 years 
old, respectively, and who are shirt-cutters at 
No. 38 Thomas-street, in company with James 
Tracy, went into the liquor store of Thomas W. 
Davis, at Third-avenue and Seventy-fifth-street. 
The front door was closed and they entered 
by the side door. Thomas Cuff, ‘the bar- 
tender employed in the place, says that 
they called for drinks, but he _ refused 


to furnish the liquor, as it was Sunday morning. 
The three men then went into the back room, 
where they met Peter Ratel, who drives a coach 
for the Hotel Branting, at Madison-avenue and 
Fifty-eighth-street, and Samuel Caton, a hostler. 
They were al! acquainted, and joined in a con- 
versation regarding the merits of Geoghegan’s jig- 
dancer. The argument was acrimonious and was 
carried on in angry tones. 

At about 2:15 o’elock the Martins left the liquor 
store together, and immediately thereafter a pistol- 
shot was fired through the front door on Third- 
avenue. The bullet passed through the panei of 
the door and lodged harmlessly in the wall. Afew 
minutes after Ratel told his companions that he 
would go home and went out Into the street. He 
had been gone lJessthan five minutes when anotber 
pistol-shot was heard. Cuff, the bar-tender, 
ran into the street and saw Ratel lying uneonselous 
on the crosswalk. ‘The Martins were running 
away in different directions. Francis ran toward 
Lexington-avenue and his brother toward Second- 
avenue. When Patrolmen Neill and Pfeiffer, of 
the Twenty-eight Precinct, who were attracted b 
the shooting, arrived at the scene the Martins ha 
disappeared. Ratel was lying bleeding from a 
wound in his head. An ambulance was sum- 
moned and the wounded man was taken to 
the Presbyterian Hospital, where he died at 4 
o’oloek in the morning, without having regained 
consciousness. Cuff, Tracy, and Caton were ar- 
rested as witnesses, and were locked up at the 
East Fifty-ninth-street police station. They 
made statements to Capt. Gunner of their know!- 
edge of the affair as given above. Roundsman 
Naliy and Patrelman Shields were sent out 
in search of the Martins, and they arrestea them 
at their residence, No. 217 East Seventy-fourth- 
street. James was in bed and asleep, fully dressed, 
while Francis sat at the foot of the bed watching 
him. When the officers entered the room Frank 
made a motion as though to draw a pistol, but the 
officers sprang upon him and took from him a small 
seven-chambered revolver, of which one chamber 
was empty and the others loaded. When the pistol 
was taken from him he laughed and said: **That’s 
not the pistol that did the shooting.’’ To Capt. 
Gunner he admitted that he was present when 
Ratel was shot, but pretended not to know who 
fired theshot. His brother Francis refused to make 
apy statement. James was locked up in the Fifty- 
first-street police station. and Francis in the Fifty- 
ninth-street station to prevent any communieation 
between them. 

It was subsequently ascertained by the officers 
that Mrs. Ann Gallagher, an aunt of the Martins, 
with whom they lived, had been seen to throw 
something into a closet at the house between 4 and 
5 o’cloek yesterday morning, and when questioned 
she admitted that she had so disposed of a 
istol given her for that purvose by 
ate Martin, the elder sister of the young men. 
The pistol was recovered. It isa handsome pearl- 
handled revolver of 32 calibre, and ali but one 
ehamber were empty. When it was shown to 
Francis Martin he identified itas the property of 
his brothe?. He was greatly disturbed, and said 
that it was cruel to make him testify against his 
brother. James Martin was then sent for 
and was shown the pistol. He identified 
it as his own and made the following state- 
ment, which he signed in — of Capt. 
Gunner: “At 1:30 A. M entered Davis's 
saloon, and left there an hour later with my 
brother. I have a cut on my left wrist, but I don’t 
know hew I got it. Peter Ratel followed us out 
with something in his hand. He came toward us, 
and, believing my life in danger, I drew my 
pistol and fired at random in_ self-defense.” 
Cuff, Traey, ana Caton, zi] say positively that Ratel, 
when he left the saloon, had nothing in his hand. 
Deputy Coroner Donlin yesterday made an autopsy 
of the body, and found that the bullet from the re- 
volver had entered the left ap ew and, traversing 
the brain, was found beneath the skin on the right 
side of the head. The breastbone was fractured 
between the second and third ribs. There was a 
cut a quarter of an inch long upon the left eye-lid, 
as though the man had been struck with the butt 
end of a pistol. These injuries show that Ratel 
was terribly beaten after having been shot.

CALLED A CASE OF SUICIDE. 
FOUND DYING IN A LODGING-HOUSE FROM A 
PISTOL-SHOT WOUND. 

Aman who registered his name as George 
Hill went to the lodging-house No. 34 Bowery last 
Saturday night. About 1:30 o’cloek yesterday 
afternoon Officer Pfahler. of the Sixth Precinct, 
was informed that Hill had shot himself. The 
officer found Hill in an unconscious condition. He 
held the pistol firmly in his right hand, which 
was hanging by his side. The officer summoned 
an ambulance, and Hill was removed to St. Vin- 


cent’s Hospital. House Surgeon C. 8. Benedict 
made an examination of the injured man, and 
found that the ball’ had entered his head from a 
rear direction above the right ear, and then took 
a downward course. He suspected that Hill had 
been shot by some other person, as he says 
“a man shooting himseif would not be 
likely to hold a pistol behind him to accom- 
plisn his purpose.” Besides, he says, the 
man’s hair and face were pot burned, and there 
were no marks of powder upou his skin, as is 
usually the case when a wound Is self-inflicted with 
a pistol-shot. Hill did not regain consciousness, 
and died at 9 o'clock last evening. He was of fair 
complexion, had light hair and mustache, and was 
apparently about 32 years old. He wore a business 
suit, somewhat the worse for wear. In his poekets 
were found | cent, and some religious tracts and 
eards. Onthe back of one of the cards was writ- 
ten, “Frank Colwell, Twenty-seventh-street and 
Eleventh-avenuo.” Two other carcs direeted at- 
tension to the meetings of the Young Men’s Chrias- 
tian Association at No. 36 Bowery. There was also 
in his pocket a revised edition of the New-Testa- 
ment. Upon the fly-leaf was written the name, 
“Edward Guy, No. 26 Bowery. Watch and pray.” 
Mr. Rulisson, who has charge of the mission 
zt that mumber, said he remembered the 
oung man as one who attended the pub- 
ic meeting in his chapel last Thursday 
evening. He went forward in response to the cus- 
tomary invitation among those who'desired prayers 
saidforthem. Mr. Rulisson then wrote the name 
given by the young man in the Testament, and 
presented it to him. Mr. Rulisson did not know 
anything of the young man, and had never seen 
him before er since that night. The proprietor of 
the lodging-house said he never saw the man be- 
fore Saturday night, and knew nothing of him.

MR. SCHERMERHORN’S VUHURCH.

TRYING TO OBTAIN THE CHARTER AND FUND 
OF MR. FROTHINGHAM’S OLD CHARGE. 
The Rev. M. K. Schermerhorn, Pastor of 

the Third Unitarian (Theistic) Church, preached in 

Horticultural Hall last evening on “ Personal Im- 

mortality from the Stand-point of Evolution.” His 

address was devoted to an effort to refute the 
theory of skeptics that death results in a com- 
plete extinction of man's self-consciousness. This 
refutation was based upon the teachings of the 


soience of biology and the Darwinian theory of 
evolution. These teach a continual progression 
throughout the entire workings of nature, The 
scientific laws shown to exist in every material 
thing, reachiag perfection in what we call man, 
would go on after death or disintegration and est- 
tain their highest perfection in some higher 
and nobler an more beautiful form 
of life tban any we have onearth. He held that 
science, by teaching persistency and conservation 
of foree in the!whole system of material life, makes 
a groundwork for the theory of immortality. All 
the inferences of scientific truths tend to confirm 
and fully establish immortality as an indisputable 
fact—a vompletion of the trrevocable and never- 
tailing laws of nature geverving life. Imuortality 
is simply a further conservetion of force when 
what is kuowzp as man’s life is done. 

At the conclusion of his address Mr. Schermer- 
horn announced that a committee eceonsisting of 
Joseph Forster, H. 8. Goodaie, Ludlow Patton, W. 
C. Hubbard, and G. Manion Chace has been se- 
lected to wait upon the Legal Committee of the 
Third Unitarian Church, formerly Mr. Frothing- 
ham’s. The eonference {is for the purpose of in- 
ducing the committee of the old Thira Unitarian 
Society to withdraw frem the Legislature a bill 
they have presented asking for the disorganization 
of the society. The new church committee will 
ask that the charter of the old society, with 
all its rights and privileges, be transferred 
to the new society, subject to the ap- 
proval of the American Unitarian Assecia- 
tion. Mr. Schermerborn remarked that by 
the sale of their church property the Third Uni- 
tariau Society had received about $70,000, which 
morally andin honor belonged to the Unitarian 
cause. The step now taken was forthe purpose of 
obtaining this fund for the prosecution of the 
work of the new soelety andto put it ona good 
working basis. If the suggestions that will be 
made can be carried out the soeiety is to be reor- 
ganized as the Third Unitarian Church of New 
York City. No use of the word Theistic is hereaiter 
to be made, except in explanation to those who do 
not know that Uniturianism and Thelsm mean the 
same thing and are so interpreted by nearly all 
Unitarians.

THE MYSTERIOUS DEATH OF MRS. EMILY L. 
FULLER. 

Mr. W. IL. Findley, of No. 27 East Sixty- 
third-street, called at Police Head-quarters yester- 
day and reported the mysterious disappearance of 
Mrs. Emily L. Fuller, ,of No. 29 St. Mark’s-plaee, 
who either jumped or fell overboard from the 
steam-boat Drew while on her way v0 this City 
early yesterday morning. Mrs. Fuller was 56 years 
of age, and the widow of Henry Fuller, a wealthy 
merchant of this City. Since the death of her hus- 
band she has lived upon her income and has made 


her home with her son-in-law, Mr. Henry E. Row- 
land, the el of a printing establishment 
at No. 218 Fulton-street, in this City, and living at 
No. 29 St. Mark’s-plaee. Mrs. Fuller bas been in 
failing health lately, although not at any time con- 
fined to bed. Last week her son-in-law, intending 
to make a business trip to Albany and Troy, pro- 
posed to take Mrs. Fuller with him, believing that 
the change of scene and air would do her good. 
Mrs. Fuller, attended by her maid, aecompanied 
Mr. Rowland on his trip. On Saturday evening 
they left Albany on the steam-boat Drew, of the 
People’s Line, for this City. The party had two 
state-rooms in the upper hail. Mrs. Fuller and her 
attendant accupled one together. At supper Mrs. 
Fuller had eaten some food which had disagreed 
with her. She wasup several times during the 
night. At about 6 o’clock yesterday morning, 
when the boat was somewhere near Fiftieth-street, 
North River, Mrs. Fuller got up, threw on a flanne! 
wrapper, and went to the ladies’ toilet-room in the 
after part of the boat. Soon after Mrs. Ful- 
ler’s attendant aroused Mr. Rowland, and 
when he opened his door he found the 
attendant there greatly excited. She _ said 
that Mrs. Fuller had disappeared, and had 
evidently fallen overboard. She added that as 
Mrs. Fuller did not seon return to her state-room 
she went in search of her and could net find her. 
The boat was searched, but no trace of the missing 
Woman could be found. Mr. Rowland thinks that 
she feilfrom a window. Mr. Findley, whose wife 
is a relative of Mrs. Fuller, said last evening that 
there was no reason to believe that the missing 
woman had committed suicide. Although her 
health had been poor of late, her mind had not 
been at all affeeted. Her affairs were in a pros- 
perous condition and her family relations were 
pleasant. The occurrence was not reported to the 
officers of the boat until the Drew arrived at her

DIFFERENT STORIES OF HODGMAN AND HI8

Edward Hodgman, the bar-tender in the 
Great Eastern Hotel, at Christopher and West 
streets, who stabbed Michael Meehan during a 
quarrel in front of the hotel at 1 o’clock yesterday 
morning, was brought before Justice Patterson, at 
the Jefferson Market Police Court, yesterday. 


James Burcher, of No. 146 Christopher-street, 
made an affidavit that he saw Hodgman and 
Meehan fighting in front of the hotel. He keard 
Meehan say. *‘Givemeashow.”” Hodgman madea 

rofane reply, and struck Meehan twice in the back. 

eehan exelaimed, “ Oh! my God, I’m stabbed!” 
and fell on the sidewalk. Hodgman then walked 
away. The prisoner admitted that he had stabbed 
Meehan, but said that he had acted in self-defense. 
His statement was to the effect that while he was 
envaged in closing the storm-doors of the hotel 
Meehan, who was partially intoxicated, came 
along and wanted to go imte the bar-room. 
The front door was closed, and he 
toid Meehan to enter by the side door if he wanted 
to getadrink. Meehan insisted upon going in by 
the front door and began pulling open the sterm 
doers, which Hodgman had just closed. Hodgman 
teld him to desist, but he would not, and when 
Hodgman pushed him away Meehan struck him in 
the face and knoeked him down and kicked him 
while he was lying on the sidewalk. He sprang 
to his feet and with a knife, which he had brought 
out to cut the string fastening the storm doors, and 
which he had in his hand when assaulted, he 
stabbed Meehan twice in the back. He then went 
to the Charles-street Police station and surrendered 
himself. Justice Patterson committed him to await 
the result of the injuries. Meehan is at the St. 
Vincent's Hospital in a very precarious condition. 
In his ante-mortem statement to Coroner Levy he 
admitted that he had been drinking during the 
night and was under the influence of liquor. He 
seid that he had been in the bar-room of the hotel 
and had a number of glasses of ale. When he left 
the saloon and was crossing the street golng tu the 
boat on which he was employed Hodgmgn eame 
up behind him and stabbed him without saying a 
word. Hekhad had a quarrel with three men in 
the bar-room and believed that Meehan was one 
ofthe men. He denied that he struck Hodgman.

CIGAR-MAKERS TO STRIKE. 


DEMANDING AN ADVANCE OF TWO DOLLARS 
PER THOUSAND. 
The Cuban and Spanish cigar-makers in this 
City, who number about 800, and the tobacco- 
strippers who work in the stores where these men 
are employed, will go on strike to-day for an ad- 
vance of wages. When the internal revenue tax 
on cigars was redaced by $8 per thousand, it was 
expected that the manufacturers would re- 
duce the price of cigars to that amount, 
but the workmen said that Congress had 
intended that they should be benefited by the 
reduction and not the consumers, and they aceora- 
ingly demanded an advance of $2 per thousand. 
There are 15 manufacturers of clear Havana cigars 
in this City that employ Spanish and Cuban work- 
men, whoare regarded as more skillful in this 
branch of Industry than the Germans and Bohe- 
mians. From $16 to $40 per thousand is paid for 
making these cigars and these workmen are able 
to earn between $15 and $25 per week. The man- 
ufacturers met and decided to offer their men an 
advance of $1 per thousand. They told their 
workmen that the wages paid the cigar-makers in 
Key West were Jower than what was paid 
in this City, and represented that the industry 
here would be injured if they were obliced 
to pay $2. The workmen, however, replied 
that hardly any of the brands of cigars that were 
manufactured in this City were made in Key West, 
and therefore there could not be any competition 
between the two places, and they insisted on an 
advance of $2 per thousand. Twoof the manu- 
facturers acceded to this demand, while the others 
resolved to stand out. There are two Spanish- 
gy cigar-maker’s unions, the ** Gramio” and 
the ** Independent,”’ and yesterday the members 
of both unions assembled in mass-meeting at No. 
263 Bowery. Speeehes were made by Louis Fillipe 
Garcia and others, in which they said that they in- 
tended to obtain their rights by peaceful and law- 
ful means. A resolution was passed that the mem- 
bers of the unions should strike to-day for an ad- 
vance of $2 per thousand, and an Executive Com- 
mittee was appointed whieh will hold daily sessions 
down town during the existenee of thestrike. A 
communication was received from the Cigar- 
makers’ [nternationai Union stating that its mem- 
bers would be told not to work in any shop whose 
workmen should go on strike.
